WINCHESTER ART ASSOCIATION 


Robert N. Sheppard of New 
Meadows road, returned to town 
last Sunday after a three-weeks 
business trip through the West and 
.Middle West, gives us the follow- 
ing description of Winchester, Indi 
ana, a city of 0000 population just 
a few miles across tla* Ohio State 
line. The town has a number of out- 
standing public buildings, includ- 
ing a large city hall, high school, 
public library, and commemorative 
statues of its war dead from the 
Civil War up to and including our 
most recent conflagration. Of the 
Indiana Winchester Mr. Sheppard 
said : 

“This little city with its unpro- 
portionately large modern shop- 
ping center and two movie houses, 
together with the second largest 
and best half-mile auto race track, 
surpassed only by the Dayton 
Speedway in Dayton, Ohio, amazed 
me most by the size of its police 
depart ment. 

“Although they have a mayor and 
the usual public works depart- 
ments, the police department con- 
sists of only a chief and seven 
patrolmen. The “Police Station” is 
a small white clapboard building 
on one of the main street intersec- 
tions and is only about six feet 
wide hy ten feet long. The “Sta 
tion” houses a small desk, three 
chairs and a small information 
counter opening onto the sidewalk. 

I talked with Officers Daly 
(pronounced as if spelled Dally) 
and Henshaw. They offered me 
every courtesy and explained that 
their equipment consisted of one 
squad car, one motorcycle, one 
twenty-two (.22) rifle (used mostly 
for shooting suffering animals) and 
one sawed-off shotgun. Other than 
this they have only the standard 
sidearm pistols carried by all po- 
lice. 

They were extremely pleased 
with the city officials, who have ob- 
tained an appropriation for short 
wave radio, which will be installed 
soon. They have no typewriter and 
when 1 asked about this they said 
that they had so few reports to 
make out and so little activity that 
one was not necessary. 

“How’evii, don’t let this article 
make you feel that this is in any 
w ay belitt ing Li sten to tl 
have had only on** traffic fatality 
this year and they said that this 
actually occurred just outside the 
city limits wlii.-h involved a car 
;*hich ran off tla road into a ditch. 
They have had only two cases of 
juvenile delitn* u?ia y tl year, and 
only one case of shooting in a num- 
ber of years, in which their chief 
was hilled while trying t<* appre- 
hend single-handed a statewide 
gang of bandits. 

“Their biggest problem, they 
■aid, ‘is a few troublesome drunks 
and speeders.’ However, a an ad 
ded thought, they have no jail.”

In other words, it is claimed that 
their temperature-compensating ar- 
rangement, xvhich is automatic in 
action, is superior to those hereto- 
fore employed in that it minimizes 
the time delay xvhich occurs before 
accurate salinity measurements can 
he obtained. In addition, it is more 
sensitive; it may bo disassembled 
with case for the replacement of 
defective parts; and leakage of the 
liquid under test through the cell 
structure is minimized. 

Incidentally, it should he noted 
that on the same day, Mr. Cade was 
the co-recipient of another patent 
entitled “Electrolyte Indicating 
And Control Apparatus”, in which 
there is disclosed a circuit for util- 
izing the foregoing improved tem- 
perature-compensating conductiv- 
ity cell.

NEEDLEWORK GUILD 


The Need’* work Guild <>f Amer- 
ica, through its national headquar- 
ters in Philadelphia, has announced 
the week of October 5 to 11 this 
year a* Membership Week In the 
approximately 5<"i cite s and towns 
art mss the country where this char- 
itable organization carries on its 
vital wort , Needlework Guild 
Branches will intensify their ef- 
fort'' 1 to gain new members. 

The basis of membership is one 
' 1 f the unique feature s of the Nee- 
dlework Guild annual dues con- 
sist not of money primarily, but 
of at least two articles of new 
clothing or household linen, which 
may be made or bought by the 
member. Each Guild Branch col- 
lect new articles from it" members 
"lice a year, in the fall, then dis- 
tributes them among institutions 
and welfare agencies in its own 
community. For years, hospitals, 
orphanages, schools, visiting mus- 
es, missions, Red f'ro Chapters, 
social service workers of all de- 
scriptions, have relied on Needle- 
work Guild clothing and bedding 
to help them provide for the needy 
in their care. With spiraling main- 
tenance costs and frequently with 
reduced budgets, many institutions 
would find it impossible to provide 
the physical comfort, and the psy- 
chological boost of warm, decent, 
new clothing for orphans, handi- 
capped children, TB patients, the 
aged and chronically ill, without 
Needlework Guild assistance. 

What do'-s it all add up t < * ? In 
1051 the Guild distributed approx- 
imately 1,200,000 garments. And in 
the *’>7 years since it- inception by 
a group of young Philadelphia wo- 
iren, who patterned their most 
charitable project on a similar so- 
ciety in England, the grand total 
hr teached more than 62,000,000! 
Of the 50 Branches in states, 
some are in little towns where a 
few hundred garments are collect- 
ed and given to the school nurse, a 
nearby hospital or the Red (’mss 
Chapter. Some are in great indus- 
trial eiti- s, which report tens of 
thousands of garments distributed 
among a hundred beneficiaries; 
some in wealthy suburban com- 
munities where the garments col- 
lected number many times the pop- 
ulation and distribution is made to 
institutions in neighboring areas. 

Each Guild Branch has sustain- 
ing members who prefer to make a 
money contribution for necessary 


expenses; each Branch contributes 
toward the very modest budget of 

• national organization. In the

CIVIL DEFENSE 


OPERATION HURRICANE 


On Sunday, October 19th, a ter- 
rific hurricane is going to blow 
through Winchester, with a 150- 
mile gale hitting here in full force, 
about 1 :30 in the afternoon. Hypo- 
thetical, this is. The Town Depart- 
ments are going to have a tremen- 
dous problem to tackle when the 
storm is over, as those residents 
who remember the much milder 
hurricane of 1938, can realize. 

The Police, Fire, Highway, and 
Utilities Departments are going to 
need help quickly — trained and 
efficient help to supplement their 
own personnel and equipment. So 
they are going to call on the De- 
partment of Civil Defense. “Oper- 
ation Hurricane” is a test alert for 
Civil Defense personnel, similar to 
an air raid test, except that this 
emergency, instead of being plan- 
ned around a mythical enemy bomb- 
ing, is being based on a potential 
natural disaster, a hurricane. It 
could happen. 

In the case of air raid tests, the 
Civil Defense Department has been 
the organizing factor; whereas, 
this emergency will be solved by 
the heads of the other Town De- 
partments, with Civil Defense in 
an assisting role this time. There 
have been cases in other parts of 
the country where Civil Defense 
organizations have been of inestim- 
able help in natural disasters, such 
as Hood or fire; and this test will 
prove to \\ inchester how valuable 
“C. I).” can be in any exigency here.

THE DONAHUES AT DEVENS 

It wouldn’t he quito accurate to 
say that whenever Uncle Sam 
needs superior assistance he sends 
fe? one of the Donahues, hut it 
seem* 1 to be pretty nearly true. 

Back in World War I, when wo- 
men in the Armed Services were 
unheard >f. th»» United State- Navy 
took time by the forelock and au- 
thorized women tn be members of 
the service, with the grade of Yeo- 
man ( F). 

Early to respond to the call for 
volunteers was Pauline Collins of 
Medford, who went to Boston’s 
Navy Yard t<> become Chief Yeo- 
man (F) and to don the snappy 
blue garb and the straight-brimmed 
sailor hat which was the first 
and the last word in women's 
uniforms at the time. 

Meanwhile, up at the newly- 
activated Camp Devons in Ayer, 
Frederick J. Donahue was proudly 
wearing Uncle Sam's olive drab ns 
a member of the Army. 

Not too long after the war ended. 
Chief Yeoman ( F > Pauline Collins 
became Mrs. Frederick Donahue. 
When World War II blazed across 
the world, who showed up at Fort 
Devons but Frederick Donahue, 
Junior. He’s a Captain now, still 
in the Army, and stationed in 
Washington’s Pentagon Building. 

Then came Korea, and not long 
, thereafter - in September 1951, to 
be exact, the Army gained another 
Donahue. This time is was Pauline 
Theresc. daughter of Pauline and

MAGAZINE ARTICLE PUBLISHED 

Mr. Harlan L. Paine, the admin- 
istrator of the Winchester Hospital, 
has an article in the October issue 
of “The Modern Hospital” entitled 
“It’s time the Towns paid their 
debts to the Hospitals that serve 
them.” 

Mr. Paine has written an able 
exposition, supported by a statis- 
tical survey, showing the indebted- 
ness of the average Town govern- 
ment in Massachusetts to it’s local 
Hospital. 

The article shows that the Towns, 
on the average, pay $8.00 less per 
patient day than it costs the hos- 
pital per patient day for the care of 
persons for which tlu* Towns are 
responsible. 

The statistics prove also that the 
Towns are doing very little in the 
way of providing services which it 
is in their means to provide easily. 
For example, only 8G of the hos- 
pitals in the state receive free 
water and 55' , receive no snow re- 
moval assistance. 

There is also a history and a 
photograph of Mr. Paine under the 
heading, “Among the Authors”, 
earlier in the magazine.

CD GIRDS FOR "OPERATION HURRICANE

Although the public will not take part in the coming CD Test Prob 
lem, we feel all will be interested in the plans revolving around Win- 
chester’s “Operation Hurricane” designed to test town facilities, aided 
by CD, in a natural disaster which we all know can happen here. 

On the morning of October 12, 1952, a report which could bo con- 
sidered routine at this time of year was broadcast, describing a small 
hurricane which had developed in the Caribbean Sea. 

On Monday it was reported that the hurricane had passed over the 
Florida Keys and contained winds reaching 110 m.p.h. at its center. 
It had been determined that the storm was moving in a northeasterly 
direction and more than likely would continue out to sen, and probably 
necessitating no more than small boat warnings in coastal areas. 

On Tuesday morning, reports indicated that the wind velocity at 
the storm’s center had increased to 130 m.p.h,, and the storm was con 
tinning to increase in intensity. By Tuesday night, the course had chang- 
ed, and the possibility had arisen that coastal areas to the* south of (’ape 
Hatteras would be threatened. 

On Wednesday, the storm had re 
sumed its northeast direction, and 
its center was reported as being 
approximately 150 miles off the 
Virginia coast. 

Thursday morning, the storm 
had resumed a northerly course, 
and was located approximately 150 
, miles east of Delaware. 

Friday morning, storm warnings 
were posted along the entire New 
England coast, and it was indicated 
that the storm had maintained a 
northerly direction; and that the 
winds at its center had reached a 
velocity of 150 m.p.h.

Storm Hits 

At 12:15 p. tn. on Sunday, Octo- 
ber 19, 1952, heavy winds were 
felt throughout Winchester, accom- 
panied by heavy rain.

Tin ughout the coastal areas of 
Massachusetts, damages to trees, 
homes, and utilities was wide- 
spread. D was estimated that no 
less than 2500 trees in the residen- 
tial area of Winchester were 
knocked down. Telephones and elec 
trie power became inoperative 
throughout the town in the early 
stages of the storm. Water press- 
ure within the Washington street 
to Highland avenue district drop- 
ped otT seriously; and gas leaks 
appeared ut several locations.

\\ riches ter High bounced back 
from its Watertown debacle to 
se re seven touchdowns on Man 
Chester Field last Saturday after- 
noon, while yielding four, for a 
4S - 2* victor \ over a big. rugged, 
hard lu ting Winthrop High team. 

Fas’ Saturday was "it” 1 • »i Win- 
chester Many a team that took 
the rre ntal and physical beating the 
Indian- absorbed at Watertown 
would have been a soft touch for 
a club as go..d as Winthrop the 
next week-end. Plenty of local 
rooters went to Manchester Field 
wondering if the Indians could 
come back, at least so quickly. 

What they saw was very reassur- 
ing Winchester was eager and 
ready for anything Winthrop could 
hand out. The Indians carried the 
game right to the vaunted beach 
city boys and played easily their 
best game of the year, the Win- 
throp 28 points notwithstanding to 
i the contrary. 

Both teams were minus some 
strength. Winthrop was without 
Duplin, a very good hack who would 
have made *n lot of difference. 
Winchester couldn’t use either Cul- 
b*n, huge tackle; or Mike Murphy, 
reserve back, at all. and Jimmy 
Griffin was obviously still below pai 
and was used very sparingly. A 
sound Griffin is about as good as 
they will come in schoolboy back- 
fields anywhere. 

Statistically Winthrop made 13 
first downs and 221 yards on the 
ground, completed four <*f lb pass- 
es for 43 yards, lost 20 yards in 
• penalties and recovered both its 
fumbles. 

Winchester made four first 
downs and 277 yards rushing and 
completed three of five passes for 
191 yards more. The Indians were 
penalized 10 times for 59 yards, 
with several other penalties, in- 
cluding a 15 yarder refused by 
Winthrop, and fumbled twice.

Tb > time the ball went directly 
t Griffin and Jimmy st leaked up 
the sidelines t • the Winchester 48, 
just missing going all the way. 

"Stu" Thomson, running at light 
halfback with Dave Pratt calling 
signals, busted through for seven, 
‘‘Griff’ was short of first down by 
inches and Pratt sneaked for the 
first down away beyond the neces 
wiry yardage, only to have Win- 
chester offside. 

The ball went back to tin* Win- 
throp Is. where Pratt pitched out 
t<- Serieka and big "Jocko” just 
flew by the Winthrop defense into 
the end zone. Griffin kicked the 
extra point at placement. 

After the kickoff Winthrop again 
had to punt, the ball going out to 
its 47. Serieka drove off tackle to 
the 28, but here Winthrop stopped 
Griffin and Pratt for a five yard 
loss, putting the ball on the Win- 
trop 33. 

Here Serieka took a pitchout and 
fading arched a long wobbly pass 
across tin* field to Johnny Atkin- 
son, who got behind the Winthrop 
defender and gathered in the hall at 
the 10 yard line, racing into the end 
zone for the second touchdown. 
Griffin kicked the goal just before 
the start of the second quarter. 

After the kickoff Winthrop had 
to kick and Serieka was returning 
the punt when a vicious tackle by 
Trainor caused him to fumble the 
ball, with Winthrop recovering on 
Winchester’s 29. 

A Trainor to Tardiff pass reach- 
ed the Hi and Donovan, on a center 
trap, belted through to the 10. 
Trainor ripped and twisted his way 
to a first down at the six, and added 
two over center. Then Winthrop 
tried a sweep which was murdered 
by Serieka for a five yard loss put- 
ting the ball back at nine.

Mixing passing and some effective 
tunning by Trainor, Donovan and 
lardiff, Winthrop drove to the one 
yard line, where it was fourth 
down. 

Winthrop again called on Dono- 
van. but this time the local line 
| refused to crack and Winchester 
took over about a foot from its 
goal line. 

Pratt sneaked for three, but an 
offside put the Indians back on 
their one.

LET’S LOOK AT THE kECORD 


Editor of the Stai : 

Section 3 of Article II of the 
Eonstitution of the United States 
states, relative to the duties of the 
President: “ . . . ho shall take care 
that the laws be faithfully execut- 
ed ” Article VI states: “The 

Eonstitution shall be the supreme 
law of the land, and all executive 
and judicial officers shall be bound 
by oath oi affirmation to support 
this Eonstitution.” The Constitu- 
tion guarantees protection to all 
citizens and states that “no per- 
son shall be deprived of life, liberty 
or property without due process of 
law.” 

After this preliminary review of 
the law promulgated by the Consti- 
tution, let’s look at the record, as 
good A1 Smith was wont to say, 
Mr. Truman’s in this case. On as- 
suming the Presidency he solemnly 
promised under oath, administered 
by the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, ti support 
the Constitution. He violated his 
oath when he refused to execute 
faithfully the Tuft-Hartley law, the 
best law so far enacted for labor, 
the law the labor union presidents 
du not like because it deprives them 
of their autocracy. It was said that 
there was a secret understanding 
between Mr. Truman and President 
Murray of the C. 1 O. that the law 
would not be enforced, that Mr. 
Murray need not worry lest it 
should. 

The President’s job is to “faith- 
fully execeute” the laws whether 
he likes them or not; making them 
is not his business. Did Mr. Tru- 
man’s violation of his oath of office 
merit impeachment ? The enforce- 
ment of the law would have pre- 
vented the disastrous steel strike 
which bus added to the enslavement 
of the poor who will have to pay 
the multi-million dollar cost of it. 
because thi r ‘.cel manufacturers 
marked up the price of their pro- 
ducts to raise the money extorted 
from them by Tzar Murray. 

Section 1 under article 111 of the 
Eonstitution states: “The judicial 
power of the United States shall 
be vested in one Supreme Court, 
and in such inferior courts as the 
Congress may establish.” Its job 
is to administer justice; protect the 
people James M Curley of lh ston 
was found guilty by a federal court 
and confined in a federal peniten- 
tiary. When tin* court refused to 
Gcc mm, ia- wa> released and par- 
doned by President Truman Thus 
was the duty of the judicial de- 
partment of the Government 
thwarted by President Truman who 
broke his promise again. Did that 
merit impeachment ?

Three ^tjuare nuals. We ta/< it 
for granted that every groNving 
boy and girl should have three 
s'luarc meals a day. Communities 
pride themselves on their hot luneh 
programs, on the well-balanced 
meals available in school cafete- 
ria-. Motbeis stiain the budget t«> 
’ill the b<»ttomle<*s pits around the 
dinner table Nvith a balanced diet. 
But the “first square” is too often 
neglected. The high school girl 
spends the precious morning min- 
utes trying out a new hairdo, grabs 
a pic*-** *<f toast, and rushes out tlu 
door. The teen age hoy who has ig- 
nored alarms, calls, and vigorous 
shakes sleeps till the last moment, 
downs a glass of milk and runs to 
catch the bus. 

Nothing very square about these 
breakfasts. And even Nvorse, a ro- 
« *>nt survey showed that 15 per 
cent of all high school girls and 
nine per cent of the boys eat no 
breakfast at all before starting for 
school. It's not surprising that 
these youngsters Nvho have been 
fasting since dinner lf> or IT 
hours hack suffer from 11 a. m. 
fatigue. The class hours until lunch- 
time are Nvasted because they can’t 
pay attention. They are restless 
and bored, and tired. 

High school boys and girls often 
seem quite groNvn up, but they are 
not yet completed products. They 
are constantly, steadily growing. 
Their days are busy, crammed Nvith 
learning ami playing. They burn 
up fuel like two-legged steam en- 
gines. The average diet of an adult 
cannot meet their demands. That 
first square should be even more 
nutritious than one necessary to 
get the housewife through till 
lunch. 

The breakfast need not he heavy. 
Griddle cakes are more tilling than 
nutritious. Fruit, Nvhole grained or 
enriched cereal or bread, and milk 
make a good foundation to Nvhich 
some protein food should ho added 
as often as possible. Serve eggs 
when they are plentiful and cheap. 
Take a hint from a Dutch break- 
fast and put a platter of sliced 
cheese and cold meat on the break- 
fast table. Liver and kidneys are 
relatively loNv-cost sources of pro- 
tein. Try serving a British break- 
fast with fish occasionally. 

Too many American families 
adopt one breakfast routine and 
never vary it. A change of menu 
may help get the youngsters to the 
table in time for the good meal 
they need for the day ahead of 
them.

ASSOCIATION 


Th» meeting of the Win- 

cl ' ster District Nursing Associa- 
ti n, held Friday, October 10th, in 
the (ieneral Committee Room of 
the T .‘.n Hall, was keynoted by a 
re port from Mrs Doris Wiklur.d, 
Executive Director, on the recent 
nursing convention in Atlantic 
City, by the presence of full board 
membership, nnd the attendance of 
the associate members. Mrs Theo- 
dore ( . Browne presided. 

For the new associate members 
the meeting with its various re 
ports served to point up the com- 
munity-wide work which the Dis- 
trict Nurses carry on so efficiently 
nnd quietly all year long. In addi- 
tion t • the various cases which the 
three-nurse staff handles, the bed 
Mde care and health instruction, 
there are many hours of the nurs- 
es’ time taken up by various social 
problems of patients and their fam- 
ilies. For these problems, the nurs- 
es must use patience and under- 
standing and skill - and it is 
often “above the call of duty.” 

Mr. Wiklund also reported a 
fairly light case load during the 
summer enough to keep the 
nurses busy, but giving ample time j 
for the necessary vacation sched- 
ules. In September, 327 visits were 
made to patients 3481 visits to 1 
date this year. 

The business portion of the Oc- 
tober meeting centered around the 
budget for the association for 1953,

M. -tea'll* y, finance committee chair- 
man. Ml expenses were carefully 
weighed and discussed before the :

When the hoard sends its Direc- 
tor to the meetings and conven- 
tions, it assures itself of a “ring- 
side seat”, for she brings back ex- 
cellent notes of the highlights of 
the various meetings and sessions, 
sparked by her own keen impres- 
sions of the speakers and the meat 
of their remarks! So for those who 
heard her report of the Atlantic 
< tty biennial convention, it was 
almost as good as going to the 
meetings in person.

The Maison Blanche Company of New Orleans displayed the first 
portion of the card in their window, and they also set up a booth where 
they took nearly 20,000 signatures on blank pieces of paper, as they 
ran out of yellow slips All of these were included in the card the day 
I arrived in New Orleans with the whole card. 

After the card was put together, we displayed several pages at the 
Roosevelt Hotel, where some 2500 ladies had come for a reception in 
honor of Mis. Eisenhower, and she was gracious enough to come out 
and sign the card herself beneath a picture of Ike which appeared on 
one of the many pages. She signed, “To my best beau. Mamie.” 

It so happened that some 1500 of these women wanted to sign the 
card, too, so they sc ribbled over several of the pages that we were able 
to open up over a couple of tables that were arranged. 

At 9:30, the whole card was taken to the railroad station and lined 
up along the platform, it being the length of more than two whole cars, 
and when the General came back, after making his speech in the audi- 
torium, we presented the card to him. Both he and Mrs. Eisenhower 
were certainly overwhelmed by its size and the amount of work that 
had gone into it. After nosing for the photographers, Mrs. Eisenhower 
suggested that the card be sent to their home at Columbia College in 
New York, as it would be placed among their other mementos. 

So you see, we really were successful in every way with this very 
unusual greeting card.

A FAMILY MATTER 

When tin* doctor says, “It’s 
tuberculosis,” his words are like 
a stone dropped in a pool of water 
making a series of ever-widening 
circles. The most important circle 
that closest to the* patient him- 
self is his immediate family. 
Tuberculosis places special respon- 
sibilities on the family, and per- 
haps tin* heaviest is theii duty to 
help the patient “see it through,” 
go to the TB Hospital and stay 
there until he is cured. 

Leaving the hospital against 
medical advice, before the cure is 
complete, is one of the greatest 


problems in tuberculosis. A life of 
invalidism, even death itself, may 
he the result for- the* sick person. 
Meanwhile, he may spread the 
germs of tuberculosis to everyone 
with whom he comes in contact. 

On the surface it would seem 
that knowledge of these facts 
would be enough to convince a pa- 
tient that he should stay in the 
hospital until he is well. To un- 
derstand why it is not enough in 
many cases, it is necessary to rea- 
lize the weight of the load placed 
<>n the patient by his disease and 
its power to upset him emotionally 
and mentally.

without losing his stride, came 
down to outleg the Stoneham boys 
to the end zone, 25 yards away.

I am leaving My Political Peeve 
to Dr. Dennett, since he does a 
better job at it than I can, but 1 
do have a peeve relative to the 
proposed Elimination of the Grade 
Crossing. 

I understand there has been a 
meeting between the Selectmen and 
some committee, relative to the 
proposed construction of the High, 
and Junior High Schools, by which 
Main street would be closed, along 
lines proposed by Mr. Foster et al. 

What decision was made I do not 
know, but to my mind, si' far as it 
would affect the traffic problem 
it is sound. 

There may be some details of 
construction that might have to be 
modified, but it would surely elim- 
inate the through traffic, through 
the business section, and eliminate 
ihe proposed lifting of the grade of 
the railroad, at a cost of four to 
five million dollars maybe more. 

The cost to the Town or the 
State, by adoption of the Foster 
Plan would he but a fraction of the 
proposed plan of an overhead-rail- 
way. 

The proponants of this plan to 
raise the Railroad Grade, to my 
mind have no engineering concep- 
tion of the amount of disruption 
that will take place in the centei of 
the town if their scheme is ever 
carried out — where if the Fos- 
ter Plan was adopted most of the 
work would be outside the congest- 
ed street traffic, at the center of 
town. 

Underpasses at the railroad can 
he constructed at no great expense 
for foot passage at the present 
crossing, and at the railroad depot; 
and people using the railroad trains 
will not have to climb a ramp or 
flight of stairs at the tat n 
which should have much considera- 
tion. People who are late for a 
train would appreciate this 1 ex- 
pect however that those who travel 
to Boston by automobiles do not 
Give a Damn.

ITS 500,000th METER

Boston Edison Company lias 
recently installed its 500,000th 
meter for a newly built home 
of 5 rooms nt 110 Chnrlemont 
Street, Newton Highlands. Law- 
rence E. Gordon and his wife, 
Rita (\, a newly married couple 
are the occupants of this small 
but comfortable all electric home 
containing an all-electric kitch- 
en and an electric water heater. 
Mr. (Jordon is an electronic in- 
spector in the Engineering De- 
partment at the Raytheon Plant 
in Waltham and purchased his 
new home from Robert Gray, 
Newton builder. 

It was 66 years ago on Feb- 
ruary 20, 1886, when Boston 
Edison installed its first meter 
and supplied electric service to 
its first customer, the Keith 
Bijou Theatre, one of Boston’s 
most popular playhouses of that 
era. Last year, the theatre, that 
had been idle for a lengthy pe- 
riod, was demolished and that 
site is now used as a parking lot. 

Edison’s first meter was of a 
chemical type, built with an 
electrolytic cell. Since direct 
current was supplied at that 
time it caused an electroplating 
action and a plate inserted each 
month was weighed at the end 


of the month to determine the 
amount of electricity used. As a 
result of engineering research 
in design and construction, the 
electric motor is today one of 
the most accurate commercial 
measuring instruments in the 
world. 

Most meters now being in- 
stalled arc of tho outdoor type 
because of the mutual advan- 
tage to both customer and the 
utility. It permits more accessi- 
ble reading by the meter reader 
without any disturbance to the 
customer. 

Boston Edison in installing 
its 500,000th meter does not 
have the same number of cus- 
tomers since some customers use 
more than one meter. This new 
home has two meters, one 
for electric water heating that 
measures the electricity for a 
separate rate and the other 
meter for measuring all other 
electric use in the home. 

At the present time, the Com- 
pany has over 446,000 customers 
of which nearly 388,000 are 
residential customers and the 
balance comprising commercial, 
industrial, municipal and other 
classes.

It 
was very probably this expert opin- 
ion, freely expressed, that enabled 
George to win through on the job.

| “can’t” and the fur is sure to tly, 
one way or another! 

Ever since George got the Sword 
tied up at the dock in East Boston 
and in condition for a landlubber 
to hoard, he had been after “Mack”, 
“Bill” Ramsdell and your humble 
servant to go over and inspect the 
| vessel, hut what with one thing or 
i another, we hadn't seemed to be 
able to get together on a time. 

We didn’t exactly get together 
on a time Tuesday. Mr. Bryne call-

need not live a lift of dependent in- 
validism. 

Modern scientific knowledge has 
restored many who would formerly 
have been looked upon as hopeless 
cripples. In hospitals and special 
training centers both children and 
adults learn to use unaccustomed 
muscles. Devices of unbelievable 
efficiency replace lost limbs. Under 
medical supervision, expert teach- 
ers aid halting steps. Public and 
private organizations throughout 
the United States are helping peo 
pie disabled by illness or accidents 
to help themselves. 

There are about 2,000,000 dis- 
abled people in this country who 
can and should he employed or 
placed in more productive jobs. 
And the number of disabled citizens 
will probably increase. Oddly 
enough, this is partly due to the 
great advances in medicine. Many 
whose lives are saved by new drugs 
and surgical treatment survive only 
to find themselves handicapped. 

In these days, when the defense 
program requires the wor k of every 
available person, it is important 
that the handicapped person who 
can he rehabilitated and employed 
should take advantage of all the 
opportunities open to him, both for 
his own sake and for his country’* 
welfare.

NORTHERN INDIA BAST CHOSEN 
FOR NEW COSMIC RAY STUDIES 


A program **f cosmic ray ro- 
somrh in India, extending from 
mid-October to next June, was nn- 
nminced h*>r*' today hy Dr. Gilbert 
(ir^svern« r. president of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society 

It will be sponsored jointly by the 
S u’iety: the Bnrtol Research Foun- 
dation *'f the Franklin Institute, 
Philadelphia; and Muslim Univer- 
sity. Aligarh, United Provinces. 
India. 

Mr. Martin A Pomerantz, Bnrtol 
cosmic ray physicist, leaves Sep- 
tember 2 for Alignrh, 60 miles 
southeast of New Delhi, capital of 
the Indian Union. With Muslim 
University as their base, Dr. Porno- 
rantz and Prof. Piara S. Gill, diroc 
tor of Muslim’s physics department, 
in company with other Indian scien- 
tists will carry out high-altitude 
cosmic ray studies over a 2 3 -de- 
gree-latitude range of the subcon- 
i tinent. 

New -type Instruments Employed 

Since 1946 Dr. Pomerantz has 
1 conducted a series of far-flung cos- 
mic ray field projects ranging from 
Hudson Bay to Peru under National 
Geographic Bartol sponsorship. In 
India he will again make extensive 
use of “balloon trains” to carry in 
struments supplied by the Office of 
| Naval Research 100,000 feet (19 
miles) into the upper atmosphere. 

Observations are planned at 
I points ranging from the southern 
, coast of Bombay to three-mile 
heights on majestic mountains that 
rim the idyllic Vale of Kashmir in 
northern India. 

I)r. Pomerantz will send a 
variety of instruments aloft to the 
thin-air region where the relentless 
bombardment of the mysterious 
rays from outer space is best ob- 
served. They will include record- 
ers capable of measuring primary 
cosmic rays while ignoring secon- 
dary rays, and “cameras” which 
photograph “tracks” made by the 
rays. 

The Indian subcontinent offers 
good ground travel routes for field 
work in the latitude range selected. 
Ground routes are not at the best in 
Central to northern South Amer- 
ica, the corresponding range in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Will Visit Cosmic Ray Scholars 

Dr. Pomerantz goes to Aligarh 
as a Fulbright Research Scholar at 
Muslim University for the 1952 - 53 | 
academic year. He will lecture to 
graduate school students in addi- 
tion to conducting the cosmic ray 
research program. 

Traveling via England, he will 
visit cosmic ray scientists at Lon- 
don, Bristol. Manchester, Amster- 
dam, Paris, Switzerland, and Rome | 
through September, flying from 
Rome to Bombay early in October. 
H<* will he accompanied hy his wife 
and small daughter and son.

Mr. Whyte wa the n of < b nrgi 
and Elizabeth (Cameron* Whyte. 
He wa born October 2. 1899, in 
Carnoustie. Scotland, and his entire 
life wa> devoted to golf a a caddy, 
club-maker and professional 

His boyhood home was on the 
edge of the Carnoustie golf course, 
and at the age of five he was 
"shagging” balls and retrieving 
them from water hazards. At the 
age of fourteen he was apprenticed 
to a golf-club maker. 

His apprenticeship was inter- 
rupted by his enlistment in the 
famous (Jordon Highlanders at the 
age of HI, and his service in France 
during World War 1 He was 

badly wounded by shrapnel during 
the last big German counter-drive 
toward tin- end of the war. carry- 
ing a piece of shrapnel in his chest 
throughout the remainder of his 
life. 

After his discharge from the 
hospit.al at the conclusion of hi- 
army service. Mr. Whyte served out 
his club-making apprenticeship be- 
fore coming to this country in 1920. 
He wa a master club-makei and 
continued to make clubs until the 
late thirties when the old hand- 
made clubs were replaced by the 
precision machine-made s t e e 1- 
shafted clubs. He was known as 
a particularly fine dub-maker, his 
hand-crafted clubs being prized by 
many golfers. 

Mr. Whyte’s first position as a 
golf professional after his arrival 
in the United States was at the 
Wannnmoisett Country Club in

A year ago Winchester’s Class B 
State Champions scored three quick 
touchdowns on Rending nt Man- 
chester Field, piling up 20 points in 
the first quarter, and then were 
checkmated during the remainder 
of the game by a spirited opponent 
that smothered the local attack 
while tallying on a pass play to 
make the final score 20 - 6. Coach 
Knowlton got his varsity out of 
there after the third first period 
touchdown a year ago and when the 
varsity finally got hack into action 
the hoys had lost their edge and 
did little better than hold their own 
with the Red Rockets. 

Reading’s record this fall isn’t 
especially impressive. The Rockets 
have played four games, beating 
Swnmpscott, 19-0, and Woburn.

Regardless of what the scores 
would lead one to believe tomor- 
row’s game looms as a “toughie”, 
for Reading is always at its super- 
best for Winchester while the In- 
dians have seemed to save a lot of 
their poorer ball for Reading. 

No club could lose a quarterback 
like Lyons and not miss his all 
around effectiveness, and especially 
his passing. We don’t think Read- 
ing is any exeception. The Rockets 
have two good hacks in Runge and 
Murray, the latter reputed to he 
very fast. On an average Reading 
isn’t as big as some of the teams 
Winchester has faced, hut it will 
be big enough, and the Rockets are 
always fast, spirited and well 
drilled. 

Winchester isn’t as strong de- 
fensively as a year ago, hut offen- 
sively the Indians are better if any- 
thing than last year’s club, with 
Serieka one of the best offensive 
hacks in schoolboy circles. 

“Jimmy” Griffin, after being 
handicapped by illness for three 
games, gave evidence last Saturday 
that he is close to his best form. If 
he is right tomorrow, Reading will 
have a busy time keeping both him 
and Serieka bottled up. 

With Pratt at quarterback the 
Winchester backfield of Serieka, 
Griffin and “Stu” Thomson is a big 
hard running unit that is hard to 
“contain” as the military hoys put 
it! 

Perhaps Reading can do it, hut 
it will he a chore, and one that only 
Watertown th'us far t hi autumn 
has been able to do. “Griff” was a 
sick hoy at Watertown. Ho gave 
promise last Saturday of being 
about right tomorrow.

2 great apostle of Christ. In his in- 
troduction, Rev. Snook describes 
Peter as a man possessed with trust 
and loyalty, a man of ardent at- 
tachment to his Master. But one 
can readily see in him, from time 

! to time, a mind rather quick than 
accurate in its apprehensions and 
! with feelings often hasty in their 
impulse rather than slow' and deli- 
berate. Hence, his often quickness 
in avowing his opinions and his 
rashness in forming them. 

There is also marked in Peter’s 
experiences, a tendency which be- 
sets his honest openness to degen 
erate into bravado. The result on 
[one or two occasions transforms 
the determination of his valor into 
i fear and cowardice, even to the 
point of rejecting his Master. But, 
iiis subsequent restoration, connect- 
ed with the Master’s sufferings, 
death and resurrection along with 
the light they revealed, produced a 
powerful change for the better in 
Peter’s mind and heart. 

The scene opens with Peter re- 
turning to Rome, after what is, per- 
haps, his final great decision, in 
fulfilling the will of the Master. It 
may or may not mean death. In 
any case, it makes no difference to 
him. 

Copies of the monologue, written 
by the minister, will be available in 
the narthex of the church, after the 
morning service. The public is 
welcome to attend our service where 
there is no other chinch tie.

WINNING POINT 

With an alert, determined Read- 
ing team leading by a score of G 
to 0, Winchester took the field at 
the beginning of the second half 
last Saturday at Reading and, after 
receiving the kick-off on their own 
31 -yard line, drove to a touchdown 
in 11 plays to tie the score. In this 
69-yard drive, Jimmy Griffin, play- 
ing one of his best games of the 
year, drove for the two first downs 
and Stu Thomson, another stand- 
i out in the Winchester backfield, 
connected with two accurate pass- 
es, the second a 30-yard beauty to 
Jocko Serieka at the goal line. 
Neatly snatching the ball from the 
hands of a Reading defensive play- 
er, Jocko stepped across the goal 
line with the important tying score.

This week the private maternity 
wing was made available to pa- 
tients. This marked the completion 
of a whole new Obstetrical Depart- 
ment. 

The new maternity department 
which occupies the complete second 
floor of the Hospital places the new 
air-conditioned nurseries, labor 
rooms and delivery rooms all on 
the same floor as the cheerfully 
decorated patient’s rooms. The 
Hospital now has three modern de- 
livery rooms all grouped in a suite 
containing labor rooms and the 
necessary service facilities. 

The new nurseries are designed 
to provide the utmost protection 
and safety for babies. There are 
three normal nurseries each con- 
taining 12 bassinets, one pre- 
mature nursery, one suspect nurs- 
ery. There is also a special formula 
unit where the babies’ formulas are 
prepared under a very strict sterile 
procedure. 

The six private rooms, 9 semi- 
private rooms and 4 wards will ac- 
commodate 40 mothers. Incident- 
ally, the largest ward in the Hos- 
pital contains only 4 beds. A very 
attractive solarium is available 
for ambulatory patients. 

Great emphasis is being placed 
on scientific care for the babies. 
The bassinets are the latest type 
in which there is provided space for 
all of the baby’s equipment, even a 
section which pulls out on which he 
is bathed. The upper part can 
come free and he is wheeled to his 
mother in it. Infection and con- 
tamination are avoided by a tech- 
nique of individual care. No one 
goes into the nurseries but the 
nurse. Each nursery contains an 
ante room which the doctor enters 
to examine tl^i baby through a 
special examining window so that 
it is not necessary for him to enter 
the nursery or the baby to leave the 
nursery area. The nurseries have 
glass walls for observation pur- 
poses. 

The bedrooms are very comfor- 
table. The furnishings in the new 
part of the floor are modern and 
colorful; the remodeled private 
rooms are delightful with all new 
paint and wall covering and pretty 
draperies, with new comfortable 
chairs in each room. The rooms 
are light and the colors attractive 
with a lot of peach, pale apple- 
green and yellow. 

This complete maternity floor, 
made possible by the generous gifts 
of friends in this region, has been 
a long time reaching completion 
but it is well worth the years of 
careful planning and building. It 
is now quite ready to welcome 
mothers and their babies.

Nathan A. Tufts. 73, a former 
resident of Winchester and widely 
known as a former football star, 
coach and official, died Saturday, 
November 8. in Pitman, N. J. A 
former attorney gen oral for Mid- 
dlesex County, he was five times 
elected to the Legislature as one 
of two Republican representatives 
from the 9th Middlesex District. 
He went on to the State Senate and 
was appointed by the then Senate 
President Calvin Coolidge to head 
a study for tax law revision in 1915. 

Mr. Tufts was horn April 15, 
1879. in Fitchburg. He was grad- 
uated in 1900 from Brown Univer- 
sity and in 1903 from Boston Uni- 
versity Law School, being admitted 
to the bar in that same year. He 
first established a law office in Wal- 
tham and was later elected to the 
board of alderman in that city. 

At high school and college Mr. 
Tufts was a football star, and he 
later coached football at Waltham 
High School. He was for many 
years a top-flight college football 
official and long served on the foot- 
ball rules committee. 

Mr. Tufts came to Winchester 
from Waltham in 1919, and lived at 
12 Foxcroft road until 1924. After 
leaving Massachusetts he went into 
the hotel business in New York, 
successfully managing at various 
times the Hotels Taft, Victoria and 
George Washington. Many having 
occasion to go to New York from 
Winchester had reason to expe- 
rience his friendliness and courtesy 
to residents of the town at the 
hotels he managed.

While Bible students will remem- 
ber Judas as the apostle who be- 
trayed his Lord, not all students are 
in agreement just as to why it hap- 
pened. The evangelists take time 
to relate the proceedings of the be- 
trayal, hut do not share any 
opinions. Thus the controversial 
subject has been open to inquiry 
down through the centuries.

The writer then goes on to suggest 
that which may have been the 
strongest element in the mind of 
Judas, tempting him to change his 
direction and become a deserter of 
his original honest intentions. 

While the life of Judas closes in 
deep tragedy, there comes a lesson 
to all of us. That lesson involves 
the scrutinizing of our every motive 
in Christian living, to make sure 
that the will of Christ is constantly 
above our will and that, under no 
circumstances, shall we forsake 
Him nor the challenge He sets in 
the high standards of the Christian 
philosophy of life. 

Rev. Snook will take the part of 
Judas in the second of several 
monologues he has written.

INDUSTRIAL ARTS PROGRAM 
EXPANDED IN 
WINCHESTER SCHOOLS 


With the opening of the present 
school year an expanded program 
<>f industrial arts education is be- 
ing offered t<' the pupils in the jun- 
ior and senior high schools. This 
• xpan.'ion has horn made possible 
by enriching the curriculum in tin 
industrial nrt< and by increasing 
its fneilitics. The now curriculum 
represents a marked improvement, 
though the fulfillment of the entin 
program ns planned must avni 
future developments in the jufiior- 
"nior high school building plans 
Last spring the School Committ<*< 
adopted a series of recommenda- 
tions sotting forth the space re- 
quirements for an acceptable indus- 
trial arts program, and those were 
s (, nt to the Junior-Senior High 
School Building Committee. 

Much hard work and study have 
been devoted to the planning of 
this new program. For the past 
two years a series of conferences 
lias been held in which the super- 
intendent of schools, the two sec- 
ondary school principals, and the 
industrial arts teachers participat- 
ed. Mr. James J. Hammond of the 
Fitchburg State Teachers College 
served ns adviser to the group. 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ences a number of recommenda- 
tions were adopted. Mr. Otis W 
Leary, shop instructor in the Win- 
chester schools of 28 years, was 
appointed head of the industrial 
arts department. The already ex- 
isting courses in woodworking, 
printing, and mechanical drawing 
were revised and expanded. For 
example, a course in graphic aits 
has replaced the traditional print 
shop course. Some additional space 
in the Wadleigh building basement 
has been utilized and several new 
machines have been added. In the 
drafting and planning room Mr. 
Branley has added model house de- 
sign to his regular instruction in 
mechanical drawing. Tn the general 
woodwork shop Mr. Leary has en- 
riched the traditional woodworking 
program by adding instruction in 
simple bouse construction, with the 
oupils constructing wooden models 
to scale. These and other changes 
will he explained by the instructor*

' t • : year has been the addition of 

a tie a metal shop in the Junior 
High School, with Mr. Paul I 
Goodwin as the instructor. In the 
following paragraphs Mr. Goodwin 
giv« s you a picture of the work to 
bo carried <>n in his department 
Tn America today we have the 
distinct advantage of living with 
and enjoying products fabricated 
from metal. Therefore, in order to 
Tmv. an adjusted approach to mod- 
ern living it is desirable for the 
boys and girls in our school to 
! know about and be able to work 
with this challenging medium. Just 
as they have studied woodworking 
and other phases of industrial arts, 
; modern education demands that 
they develop a proper understand- 
ing and appreciation of the far 
reaching field of metal work. 

"In the courses in metal now be- 
ing offered in our junior and senior 
high schools, students are given 
a half year of information in the 
areas of ornamental iron, sheet 
metal, and bench metal. Later the 
course will be expanded to include 
art metal, jewelry, heat treating, 
forging, welding, and machine 
shop. 

"In these courses of study the 
student is given the opportunity 
to acquire the following informa- 
tion: 1) knowledge about the metal 
industry and its workers; 2) the 
use and care of common hand tools 
and simple machines for personal 
use and for developing vocational 
adaptability; 3) special attention 
to safety precaution; 4) valuable 
consumer education; 5) projects 
and problems to help students ac- 
quire the information and skills

With a surprisingly alert and 
upset-minded Belmont team mono- 
polizing the offensive play for the 
first quarter and halfway through 
the second, Winchester found them- 
selves with their backs against 
their own goal line and disaster 
staring them in the face.

Winchester High will meet to- 
morrow what many football fol- 
lowers believe will be the toughest 
test since Watertown.

“The survey shows the picture of 
this distribution over the whole sky 
to a depth of 250,000,000 light 
years, the most complete informa- 
tion obtainable with present-day 
techniques, and thus contributes an 
essential step for finding an answer 
to the question whether the large 
scale distribution in space is uni- 
form or non-uniform.” 

Astronomers have long sought 
to determine definitely whether the 
galaxies and nebulae in outer space 
follow an even pattern of distribu- 
tion or are scattered without an

NEW SPACE CONCEPTS ARE 
EMERGING IN SKY SURVEY 

A new and revolutionary picture 
of the universe is slowly emerging 
in the series of 2,000 photographs 
of the sky being made from a Cali- 
fornia mountain top by the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society- Paiomar 
Observatory Sky Survey. 

Dr. Rudolph Minkowski, research 
astronomer at the California In- 
stitute of Technology, prepared for 
the recent International Geogra- 
phic Congress in Washington a 
paper telling of the survey’s pro- 
gress. 

3’he survey, which eventually will 
include photographs of all the sky 
north of declination-240, is being 
made with the 48-inch Schmidt 
telescope at the Institute’s Paiomar 
Mountain observatory. Photo- 
graphs are made on two sets of 
plates, one sensitive to red light 
and the other to blue, to give a 
comprehensive picture of the 
heavens. 

More Important Tank 

Dr. Minkowski said that the Big 
Schmidt telescope, largest of its 
type in the world, originally was 
designed as a scouting instrument 
for the 200-inch Hale telescope, but 
has found an even more important 
talk in the Sky Survey, which “can 


of the international Geographical 
Union in Washington. 

Dr. Hans W. Ahlmann, Swedish 
Ambassador to Norway and a fore- 
most specialist in glacier science, 
described the change to the Amer- 
ican Geographical Society at the 
official banquet here for geogra- 
phers from more than 50 nations. 
Officers and members of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society were 
among the hosts for the Congress. 

Startling Changes 

Dr. Ahlmann said the northern 
hemisphere in particular has be- 
come progressively warmer in the 
last century. The change has acce- 
lerated since 1900. 

.As yet, science does not know 
enough to predict whether this 
climatic warm-up will continue, he 
added. Some experts feel the 
world may enter a colder period 
| within the next ton years. 

To date, however, there have 
been startling changes in animal 
and vegetable life throughout this 
hemisphere, the scientist stated. 
One out of every four bird species 
of Europe has moved north. Es- 
kimos in Greenland are catching 
cod for the first time in history, 
while Icelandic herring schools are 
diminishing duo to the warm-up of 
the surface of the sea. 

Man’s most sensitive thermo- 
meters of climate are glaciers. Dr. 
Ahlmann said that almost all gla- 
ciers in the northern hemisphere, 
and some in the southern, are now 
receding.

HELP WANTED 


Tho remote oasis of Siwa in 
Egypt's western desert, a Mecca for 
credulous ancients who wished to 
consult its oracle, is enjoying re- 
newed popularity because of war- 
time bombings. 

Siwa is a depression in the arid 
wastes of the desert. Lying about 
72 feet below sea level, it is the 
site of numerous springs providing 
water for flourishing date palms 
and olive trees in a region where 
rain is practically unknown. It is 
almost .300 miles southwest of Alex- 
andria and about 180 miles south 
of Matrub on the Mediterranean 
: coast. 

The magnet that drew such not- 
able ancients as Alexander the 
Creat to Siwa, says tho National 
Geographic Society, was the Oracle 
of Ammon, then housed in a temple 
in what is now the crumbling vil- 
lage of Aghourmi. A small frag- 
ment of the temple still stands. 

Most Famous Visitor 

Alexander was probably the most 
famous supplicant of the Oracle, 
which assured him that he was of 
divine descent, tho son of a god — 
a suspicion that Alexander had 
long entertained. Present day 
visitors, including such notables as 
I U. S. Ambassador to Egypt Jeffer- 
son Caffery, arc attracted by the 
temple ruins and scores of com- 
paratively untouched ancient tombs. 

Existence of the tombs, a gold 
mine for archeologists studying the 
civilization of ancient Egypt, has 
long been known, hut it took the 
bombing of World War II to un- 
cover many of them. 

The Italians bombed the oasis 
early in the war, and the natives 
burrowed into the rocky hills for 
protection. The burrowing dis- 
closed the presence of many pre- 
viously unopened tombs. Some of 
these had beautifully painted walls 
and inscriptions illustrating Egyp- 
tian and Libyan life several cen- 
turies before the birth of Christ. 

Jealously Divided 

The oasis centers in the village 
of Siwa, which has about 900 peo- 
ple. The community of mud and 
stone houses is divided into eastern 
and western parts, whose inhabit- 
ants maintain a jealous rivalry. 
In times past one part consisted 
mostly of the original Berber set- 
tlers and the other of their Arab 
conquerors, hut proximity has des- 
troyed racial distinction while leav- 
ing political division. 

In World War II, the oasis was 
used as a base for raids into Axis- 
held territory by Britain’s fabulous 
Long Range Desert Patrols. In 
the first World War it was neces- 
sary for the British to take Siwa 
from the Senussi, a Moslem sect 
that embraced the cause of the Cen- 
tral Powers. 

The British were more success- 
ful than many early attackers of 
Siwa. One of these, Cambyses, 
Persian conqueror of Egypt and 
son of Cyrus the Great, dispatched 
an army of 50,000 men against the 
oasis, only to have it lost without 
a single survivor in the blinding 
devastation of desert sandstorms. 

Tlu* so-called ’’falls” of the 
I’nited States’ great east coast 
rivers are seldom more than rapids, 
hut they mark the departure of the 
streams from highlands to coastal 
plain, and usually from swift to 
navigable water.

RABAUL TO REBUILD 
1 DESPITE VOLCANOES 

Tho Australian government, tin- 
Jetcrred by votennic daneer or 
World War II bombings. hn« decid- 
ed t'* rebuild the town nnd port of 
Rabaul <>n New Britain Island in 
the Bismark \rrhipelago. 

Rabaul lie? on Simpson harbor, 
often described a< one of the most 
beautiful in the world. It is at the 
extreme northeastern tip of New 
Britain Island, a nuumtain-spined 
crescent about 300 miles long and 
50 miles wide, northeast of New 
Guinea. 

The splendor of Simpson harbor, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. is enhanced by five active vol- 
canoes towering above its shores, 
and one in the harbor itself. 

Volcanic Frosting 

It was the danger of volcanic 
eruption, similar to an explosion 
in 1937 that covered Rabaul with a 
frosting of volcanic ash and result- 
ed in considerable loss of life, that 
caused the Australian government 
to hesitate before rebuilding the 
chief city of the I’N-mandated is- 
land. 

Rut Australian officials are now- 
convinced thnt vulcanologists can 
predict serious eruptions. The 
government has announced a con- 
tribution of nearly $45,000 for con- 
struction of permanent escape 
routes to enable residents to flee 
potential explosions. 

Presumably the eruptions can he 
foretold by the vigor and length of 
the “gurias” that usually precede 
them. “Guria” is a local name for 
recurrent violent, rolling earth- 
quakes that shake dishes and some- 
times knock down buildings. As a 
rule, residents take gurias in their 
stride. 

“Most Bombed Spot” 

Earthquakes and volcanoes, how- 
ever, had little to do with the des- 
truction of the beautiful pre-w-ar 
town of Rabaul, w-ith its pleasant 
homes nnd stately tropical trees. 
Bombs did the damage. 

The Japanese seized New- Britain 
early in 1942 and took Rabaul after 
overwhelming the gallant defense 
put up by the local militia. They 
proceeded to make it a powerful 
base, bringing in some 100,000 
troops and building three airstrips 
to augment the tw-o already in exis- 
tence. 

The Allies decided that an as- 
sault on Rabaul w-ould be immen- 
sely costly. Bombing was ordered, 
and the orders were so well carried 
out by U. S., Australian, and New- 
Zealand pilots that the towm be- 
came known as “the most bombed 
spot in the Pacific.” One observer 
said that Rabaul was not only dam- 
aged; it was erased. 

The city was partially rebuilt 
after the war. Makeshift shacks 
of scrap wood and corrugated iron 
replaced comfortable houses, fine 
clubs, and pleasant hotels. The 
harbor had been completely bombed 
out, and one of the initial recon- 
struction grants from Australia 
w-as $223,000 for a new- wharf. 

Today, every effort is being made 
to restore Rabaul so that it can he 
! known again as “the loveliest town 
I in the Pacific.”

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The United States imports more 
than 40 million pounds of licorice 
root annually to satisfy the sw-eet 
tooth of juvenile America nnd the 
taste preference of millions of 
tobacco users. 

The dried roots of the licorice 
plant (Glycyrrhiza glabra) are 
shipped to the United States from 
southern Europe and Asia Minor 
for processing into extracts used 
primarily in tobacco treatment and 
candy making* Iraq and Turkey 
supply most of the American need, 
with Italy, Syria, and Russia pro- 
viding the balance, says the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society. 

The plant, a perennial, grows 
wild in the exporting: countries and 
is extensively cultivated in others, 
notably Spain. It has been grown 
in California and Louisiana, but 
not profitably, because three or 
four years must elapse between 
planting and digging of roots. 

Tobacco Industry BijjRest 
Consumer 

Only a small percentage of the 
licorice extract produced is used in 
the familiar black candy beloved by 
school children. The greatest part 
of American production, more than 
90 per cent, goes for treatment of 
tobacco. 

Tobacco and candy are not the 
exclusive consumers of licorice, 
however. Some of it goes into 
medicine, to make cough prepara- 
tions and coat hitter pills. 

Licorice is sometimes used in 
shoe polish, and chemits employ 
it in a compound, glycyrrhizin, 
which is 50 times sweeter than 
sugar. 

By-products Useful 

In addition, waste liquid from the 
extraction produces a readily foam- 
ing substance widely used in fire 
extinguishers. The fiber left after 
extraction goes into wallboard and 
boxboard. 

The root probably first was used 
as a medicine. There is evidence 
that coughers and sufferers from 
asthma and other respiratory 
troubles in ancient Greece, Asia 
Minor, Egypt, and China took lie- 
j orice. With this in mind, the 
j nation’s largest producer of licorice 
1 has established a fellowship at the 
Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy in Boston to study its med- 
! final qualities. 

An effort also is being made to 
promote the confection use of the 
extract in the United States. Popu- 
lar as it is among school children, 
licorice candy is far more widely 
consumed in England than in this 
country.

BRITISH TO SCRAP 
BIG FLOATING DOCK 

What is loft of one of the world’s 
major limiting dry docks, originally 
capable of holding n 50,000-ton 
ship, soon to go home to England 
for an inglorious finish in the ship 
breaker’s yard. 

A difficult feat of marine engin- 
eering to raise the dry dock will 
precede the tedious task of towing 
it halfway nroung the world, for 
it lies now at the bottom of Johorc 
Strait between Singapore and the 
Malayan mainland. Allied bombs 
sent it there while the drydock held 
in its bosom the Japnnese cruiser 
Shiretoko, snvs the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Built on the Tyne in 1927 - 28, the 
behemoth was sent to Singapore 
where it was scuttled by the British 
as the Japanese approached. H.ro- 
hito’s navy raised it, only to see it 
blasted down the second time. 

Will Yield Scrap Steel 

Listed at 24,750 tons, the dock 
and the 14,000-ton Japanese cruiser 
will yield enough valuable scrap to 
make salvage worth while. 

While floating dry docks hnve 
been known since the days of Peter 
the Great of Russia, they played no 
important role in naval warfare 
until World War II. when it was 
more expedient to tow the ship- 
yard to fighting ships based all 
over the globe than to send the 
vessels home for repairs. 

Tho operating principle is sim- 
ple. The dock is sunk until a ship 
can float between the big sidewalls 
that give it stability and keep it 
from sinking out of control when 
flooded. The gates are closed. The 
water is pumped out, the ship is 
grounded on th^ dock bottom and 
the structure’s buoyancy lifts its 
cargo high and dry. 

In Ten Sections 

Not to be confused with marine 
railways or graving docks perma- 
nently emplaced at water’s edge, 
floating docks are possessed by 
most major maritime nations. Tho 
United States Navy has many in- 
cluding one built in ten sections. 

This giant can lift 100,000 tons, 
meaning it can handle the British 
Queen Mary or Queen Elizabeth, 
the new liner United States, or the 
largest battleship in existence. 

Complete with shops, power 
plants, and everything needed for 
ship repair, it must have a crew of 
30 officers and 750 men. Rut like 
other floating docks, it has no pro- 
pulsion equipment nnd must he 
towed wherever it goes. The crew 
can assemble it ready for service 
in less than three months.

WASHINGTON ZOO GETS 
RAREST RATTLESNAKES

A pair of the rarest rattlesnakes 1 
on earth have arrived safely at the , 
Washington Zoo. 

The collector was Lewis Wayne I 
Walker, a young ex- Marine assist- 
ed by the National Geographic So- ! 
cioty on a mission that took several i 
years to complete. He suffered a 
shipwreck, an automobile accident j 
and considerable hardships during * 
the search period. 

Last month he packed his snakes, i 
the larger one nearly two feet long, t 
in a strong carton and shipped 1 
them to I)r. William M. Mann, dir 
octor of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion’s National Zoological Park. 

“At Home” in Reptile House 

Dr. Mann received them in good 
condition, jubilantly identified them 
scientifically as Crotalus Tortugen- 
sis, and installed them in his Rep- 
tile House. Although he is one of 
tlu* world’s foremost authorities on 
wild creatures. Dr Mann had never 
before seen similar rattlers. 

The average Zoo visitor is not 
likely to give the deadly reptiles 1 
more than a passing glance, al- 
though Dr. Mann reports that her- 
petologists are showing keen in- 
terest in them. An unprepossess- | 
ing dusty gray in color, they are 
not very active. The largest has 
eight buttons in his tiny rattle. 
The eyes of both are set in peculiar 
bulging sockets. 

The species were first described 1 
scientifically in Proceedings of the 
California Academy of Sciences for 
December, 1921. Home of these 
snakes is the waterless, uninhabited 
Mexican Isla Tortuga twenty-five 
miles northeast of Santa Rosalia, 
halfway down Baja California’s 
east, or gulf, coast. 

The Zoo’s new snakes are one of 
nearly thirty varieties of rattle- 
snakes. All are members of the 
highly poisonous pit viper family. 
Ranging from Southern Canada to 
Uruguay, they are found only in 
the America!.

A fast-paced and homey comedy, 
he Silver Whistle”, opened the 
twenty seventh season of the Pa- 
Players of the First Congre- 
nal Church last Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday evenings.

A garden between the Church of 
John and the Old Peopled Home- 
provided the setting in which the 
action takes place. Cut off from 
the world, these guests at the Home 
are doomed to spend their remain- 
ing days “waiting to die”, hopeless, 
dreary. Oliver T. Knwenter (Gene 
Pollard), a philosophical tramp, cn 
ters the garden in search of free 
room and hoard bringing fanci- 
ful tales of the world outside and 
colorful fabrications that stimu- 
late the Old Folk into a fresh out- 
look on life. The tramp becomes 
fond of the old people, and with hi? 
“old ns you feel” ideas, he con- 
vinces them that “be you 9 or 90, 
the wonders of the earth belong to 
you”. 

Veteran Gene Pollard, in his 
twenty-fifth role for the Parish 
Players, had the meaty part of Er- 
wenter, and it was a part tailor- 
made to his whimsical, carefree 
style. From the moment he en- 
tered the garden, holding aloft his 
sole possession, Omar the Rooster, 
he was the moving force within the 
play, the pulse that carried the 
three acts to a superb curtain. This 
was his best role — he was the man 
with the Silver Whistle! 

Marian T. Blake as the harassed 
matron of the Home added much 
warmth and glamour to the play. 
Her perfect diction was a delight 
after listening to some in the cast 
who “swallowed their lines” during 
long speeches. Gordon E. Chand- 
ler, as Reverend Watson, carried 


his difficult pair equally well, and 
the stuffy characterization was ably 
done. 

Evelyn Gilpatrick, a newcomer 
to the Players, was always in char- 
acter as the biting, -arcnstic Mrs. 
Hammer, and her excellent make- 
up was tribute to the skill of Mrs. 
Florence Grant, make-up arti«t. 
Walter Hodges was “Mr. Beebe”, 
an old-timer with young ideas.

a bit from bis make-up and action?, 
his fine, sensitive handling of his 
role more than compensated, and 
tie will never forget him as the 
old gentleman “having one last 
fling” and courting Mrs. Sampler! 

To Dorothy M. Wills, in her 
twenty-second play, go many plaud- 
its as the deaf Miss Hoadley who 
hid her secret behind the garden 
wall, until Mr. Krwcnter found it. 
Mrs. Wills understands well the 
subtle value of underplaying a part, 
and also the value of a gay hat to 
a lady on the stage! 

Barrie Bell as Emmett was a lep- 
rechaun character, whose appear- 
ances and disappearances behind 
that garden wall were delightful to 
watch. Rita Fcrnald was excellent 
as the wheel-chair hound over- 
pious Mrs. Gross, and Margaret 
Millican, another newcomer, was 
very much the ”78 year old minx”, 
as fluttery Mrs. Sampler. 

We compliment Ara G. Resse, the 
bumbling Mr. Cherry, for his lip- 
wiping bit of business — one of the 


best cren>*< in the play. Waldo 
Bond was the Ifi-hop and a 
smo f hcr. capable bit of acting we 
have seldom seen. Mr. Bond is al- 
ways good to watch. 

Father Shay was well done by 
R« bert P. Blake; Mr. Bench, the 
Yale Club emissary, played by 
R..bert G. Millican, made the most 
>f hi- few line? and bis voice was 
pleasing; T. Parker Clarke ns the 
“Digger O’Dell” type of under- 
taker. rolled his words across the 
stage with sonorous oratory that 
brought many chuckles. 

Mrs. George E. Connor headed 
the production staff, which did 
much to add to the smoothness of 
the performances, and as always, 
we bow to Harlan F. Grant for his 
superb direction and his many 
techniques in making the play 
sparkle. The very excellent set 
was the accomplishment of Ray 
Carter and his stage crew. 

If the winter and spring plays 
I equal the performance of “The Sil- 
ver Whistle”, the Parish Player? 
will number the twenty-seventh 
year among their best.

TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 
MASSACHUSETTS 


ADOPTED AT ANNUAL REPRESENTATIVE 
TOWN MEETING ON MARCH 24. 1952 


VOTED, That the Zoning By-Laws of the Town he amended by 
making the following changes: 

SECTION 2 

Strike out Section 2 and substitute a new Section 2 as follows: 

Section 2. SINGLE RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 

In Single Resilience Districts, no new building or structure shall be 
constructed or used, in whole nr in part, and no building or structure, or 
part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used, and no 
land shall be used. 

A. For any industry, trade, manufacturing, business, nr commer- 
cial purpose (except as specifically set forth in this Section ) ; or 

B. For any purpose except one or more of the following: 

1. Detached single-family house. 

2. Church or other place of worship, parish house, rectory, 
or convent. 

3. Religious, sectarian, or denominational educational pur- 
pose. 

4. Public school, college, library, museum, art gallery or 
other public educational purpose. 

5. Public recreational or water supply use. 

(». Public administration building, fire or police station. 

L Orchard, truck garden, nursery or similar use of the land 
for raising of agricultural crops (but not including, except 
as hereinafter provided, any building or structure prim- 
arily used in connection with such purpose, nor any public 
display or produce). 

s. Customary home occupation conducted in a dwelling or 
building accessory thereto by a person living and maintain- 
ing a home on the premises, such as a professional office, 
renting of rooms or the furnishing of table board to not 
more than four persons, dressmaking, home cooking, tutor- 
ing. or handcraft work (but not including a barber shop, 
beauty parlor, gift shop, real estate office, restaurant, tourist 
home or similar use offering services to the general public ) ;

a. Private garage for not more than three automobiles per 
family, not more than one of which shall be a com- 
mercial vehicle.

Virginia and West Virginia, 
also the District of Columbia, gifts 
should be mailed by December 5 
and greeting cards by December 15. 

The packages for the New Eng-

Air mail and air parcel post must 
be mailed by December 19 to in- 
sure delivery in all parts of the 
country.

speaker, for everyone in the Asso- 
ciation has, at some time or other, 
railed on her for help and advice, 
and has found a warm ally in the 
capable person of this librarian, 
and in the Winchester Public Li- 
brary. On her entrance to the as- 
sembly loom, Miss Mead brought 
several bundles of the newest books 
to exhibit -books on hobbies, 
health, community activity, self- 
help books which she showed, ex- 
plained, and placed within reach of 
the board members who wished to 
borrow them. But Miss Mead gave 
the board a far deeper message 
than “books.” 

She told of th** great bond the 
library and the Winchester Dist- 
rict Nursing had in common -the 
well-being of the community. Both 
the Library and the DNA think of 
the well-being of people of all ages 
in this town both serve so well. 
Even as the nursing organization 
serves the peoph* in sickness, the 
library, . through books, helps peo- 
ple with vocational and occupation- 
al problems, hobbies, mental 
growth, and just simple relaxation. 

“Books aid in mental health,” 
Miss Mead stated, “even as nursing 
aids in physical health. The library 
stands ready to help people through 
the library’s facilities.” 

Because the meeting was an ex 
ecutivc session, Miss Mead gave 
several instances in which books 
had accomplished actual therapy- 
bringing men and women out of 
'Mental depression, giving them new 
hopi', new courage, ami oftentimes, 
guidance in a v ay of living or earn- 
ing. Her words, spoken simply and 
informally, suddenly made the hook 
shelves of the Winchester Public 
Library shelves all too often tak- 
en for granted by the average citi- 
zen here- alive with all the things 
people seek and need in today’s 
tempestuous times. 

To the shut-ins, the library ren- 
ders a very special service, as the 
District nurses know well, for 
| books are sent to patients and el- 
i derlv people unable to get out, or 
! have others do errands for them. 

| To these people the library, with 
Boy and Girl Scouts as emissaries, 
sends the books the shut-ins want 
to read. 

Miss Mead spoke with great 
warmth of Mr. Jere Downs, who I 
had made possible the beautiful, 
restful Music Room at the library 

a room with music programs that I 
in themselves provide therapy to j 
many. She told of the people of all 
ages who come to the Wednesday ' 
concerts at the Music Room. And 
she told of the motion pictures 
which the library offers to families 
on Friday nights, and to children! 
on Saturdays, of the story hour, of 
the excellent art classes which the 1 
Yrt Association is sponsoring at I 
tin* library. For many men and wo- 1 
men, these art classes provide real i 
therapy, real mental stimulation, 
plus the pleasure in a hobby. 

There is tin Family Boom at the 
library, which the District Nurses 
helped in founding with their coun- 
sel on books most needed in that 
tield. A member asked Miss Mead 


it TV had reflected itself in the use 
of the library facilities, and she 
explained that “at first, children 
used the library a bit less, but the 
attendance is back, and that of the 
adults, too. No, TV has not detract- 
ed people from reading books.”

STILL ST V MIFD 
OH SULPHUR SALE 

Marine Contractor George M. 
Hryne of Copley street is still wait- 
ing for a chance to sell the sulphur 
ho salvaged from the Arizona 
Sword, tlu* big freighter he raised 
after a year’s struggle from the 
bottom of the (’ape Cod ('anal. 

Mr. Hryne was awarded the job 
of raising the ship by the Army 
Engineers when he bid $227,000 for 
the difficult project, and he based 
h\< bid on the probability of selling 
the sulphur, with which the vessel 
was stowed, at a substantial profit. 

He got tin* sulphur out before 
raising the hull and piled it neatly 
along the bank of the canal, lie has 
had opportunities to sell it abroad. 
, and at a good profit, because of a 
shortage of sulphur in foreign 
markets. The government, how- 
ever, according to Mr. Hryne, won’t 
let him sell above the OPS ceiling, 
which is $32 a ton. 

This ruling, Mr. Hryne says, was 
made after he had sold the sulphur 
for much more than this amount 
for delivery in Europe, and what 
rks the veteran contractor, is that, 
according to his statement there 
was nothing said in the terms of the 
bid or during the salvage of the 
cargo of the sunken vessel about 
its sale and disposal. 

As soon as he got the sulphur 
er, Mr. 

Hryne said, the government clamp- 
ed on its OPS restrictions and he 
was forced to cancel his European 
sale. Domestic offers have been 
too low to be interesting in view of 
the expense of salvaging the sul- 
phur, and Mr. Hryne is faced with 
the necessity of sitting tight to 
await better offers. 

Meanwhile he is quoted as saying 
be wants no more ship-raising jobs, 
if they are loaded with sulphur. 

“I don’t mind tangling with sunk- 
en ships and other problems,” says 
Mr. Hryne, “but no more tangling 
with government red tape for me. 
That’s for lawyers not for con- 
t ractors."

HOLDUP MAN FOILED 

The co u rape of a taxi operator 
and the prompt assistance of a 
passine motorist foiled a holdup 
attempt in Winchester last Friday 
nipht. 

Shortly after 11:30 Fdward Car- 
roll of 426 Kssex street, Beverly, 
came to police headquarters, re- 
porting a taxi operator had been 
hold up n Main street near the 
Johnson plot and that LoRoy T. 
Williams of 7 Prospect street, 
Beverly, was holdinp the holdup 
man on the ground there. 

Officers Archie T. O’Connell and 
.Tamos F Noonan were sent to the 
scene in a patrol car and brought 
to the station Frank Capello of 36 
Ohnrter street, Boston, the taxi 
operator, and the alleged holdup 
man. who gave his name ns Conrad 
Dion of 105 Putnam street. Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

Oapello told the police he had 
picked up Dion at the North Sta- 
tion to drive him to Lowell. After 
a stop in Somerville they drove 
through Winchester and when they 
were driving along Main street the 
fare ordered Cnpollo to stop his 
cab, getting from the rear sent into 
the front seat beside the driver. 

As he did so Capello said Dion 
put bis band in his poeket as if he 
had a gun and ordered the taxi 
man to hand over his money. The 
latter said he complied with some 
$14 in hills. 

The holdup man then got out of 
the car, Capello said, and started 
to run after threatening the tax: 
man if he tried any tricks. 

Capello said he got out of the 
cab and shouted “Holdup! Hold- 
up!”, then chased his fare and 
grappled with him, throwing him 
to the ground. Carroll and Wil- 
liams, driving south on Main 
street, heard the cry for help and 
Williams went to Capello’s assis- 
tance while Carroll wont for the 
police. 

At headquarters Dion denied 
Capello’s story. He was locked up. 
charged with unarmed robbery, and 
appeared in the District Court at 
Woburn Saturday morning. 

At that time the court found 
“probable cause” and held Dion in 
bonds of $10,000 for appearance 
before the Grand Jury. In lieu of 
hail he was committed to jail at 
Fast Cambridge.

SAVILLE DAVIS AT MUSIC HAU 


The Winchester Wellesley Club 
pr« < nted Saville Davis, American 
News Kditor of the Christian 
Science Monitor, in its third nnd 
final Winchester Morning on Thurs- 
day. November 13. 

Mr. Davis pointed out the simi- 
liarity of problems facing the gov- 
ernments of both Churchill and 
Kisenhower. Roth are conserva- 
tive governments coming into j 
power after long absences. So 
far, according to Mr. Davis, who 
leaned rather heavily on The Lon- 
don Economist for his Rritish in 
formation, the Churchill govern- 
ment has accomplished nothing. 
In this country, business leader- 
ship must find a way back to a | 
sound prosperity that will elimi- 
nate the booms and crashes of the 
present Rusiness Cycle. President - 
j elect Eisenhower must find some 
way to insure the survival of Free 
Enterprise as opposed to the Wel- 
fare State. The rest of the world 
i wishes our American system of 
government to prevail, hut so fears 
the uncertainty of the Business 
Cycle that there is danger of its 
turning to Communism for its 
security, even with its much lower 
living standard. 

The other vital problem facing 
Eisenhower will he our defense 
position. Mr. Davis believes that 
we have fooled ourselves about the 
quantity and quality of our de- 
fenses and underrated Russia’s. 
We must be able to call a Russian 
bluff in Europe by being too strong 
for her to attack us on this con- 
tinent a much easier feat for 
1 her in this new era of small mo- 
bile units than before. Mr. Davis 
quoted General Eisenhower on the 
necessity for reorganizing our top 
level planning which is in a sham- 
j hies with the joint Chiefs of Staff 
each having a veto. In conclusion, 
Mr. Davis reassured his audience 
that it is perfectly possible to 
remedy the situations he described 
and restore our strength.

ETCHINGS AT LIBRARY 

The Winchester Art Association 
is sponsoring this month at the 
Library Art Gallery an exhibition 
of etchings from the collections of 
two Winchester non. Joseph C. 
Gray and Charles Hadley Watkins. 

Tin* exhibition is very compre- 
hensive, embracing old woodcuts 
and engravings done in the years, 
1471 to 1636; etchings, drypoints 
and aquatints from the years, 1592 
to 1828, followed by etchings and 
drypoints from 1818 to 1917 and ; 
the work of contemporary artists. 

The early woodcuts and engrav- 
ings by men like LeNoir, Albrecht j 
Durer, Conrad Faber and Wenco- , 
laus Hollar show a strong reli- 
gious influence. These old mas- 
ters approached their subjects with 
reverence and imagination, yet 
with sufficient realism to catch the 
real content of such subjects as 
Christ Before Pilate” by Albrecht 
Durer, Rembrandt Van Rijn’s small 
studies, “Christ at Emtnaus”, 
“Flight into Egypt”, a particularly 
arresting night scene; “The Rais- 
ing of Lazarus” and his large 
“Death of the Virgin”. 

Two aquatints by Goya (1746- 
1828) are interesting and graphic 
and there is both art and reproduc- 
tive fidelity in the stately “La 
Galerie” etched by Charles Maryon 
(1821-1868), the magnificent “Ca- 
thedral at Amiens” by Auguste 
I.epere, (1849-1918) and the dry- 
point by the contemporary Kerr 
Eby, “The Boston Stump”, with 
its lofty detailed tower bulking 
stark against the sky over placid 
water. 

There is a quiet charm to Sir 
Seymour linden's drypoint, “The 
Little Boathouse”; shared by his 
etching, “Shore Mill Pond”, with 
its deep reflection. Rembrandt’s 
self portrait of the earlier group i 
shares honors with Alphonse Le- I 
pros “The Spanish Gentleman”, in :

CENSUS BUREAU CAN GIVE AGES 

Persons who have no birth cer- 
tificate can get evidence of their 
age from official U. S. Census 
records, says Joseph F. Downey, 
Boston District Supervisor, U. S. 
Bureau of the Census. 

It has been estimated that be- 
tween forty and fifty million Amer- 
icans do not have birth certificates, 
Mr. Downey said. Almost two mil- 
lion of them have, in the last de- 
cade, asked the Census Bureau for 
transcripts of their Census records. 

Many of these requests come \ 
from people seeking to prove that 
they are old enough to be eligible 
for old-age benefits. People also 
use their Census records as evid- 
ence bearing on citizenship or 
family relationships. 

Such information relating to in- 
dividuals or their families is com- 
pletely confidential and can be fur- 
nished only to the individual to 
whom it relates or to his legal re- 
presentative. 

The Census records, starting 
with 1790, are stored in Washing- 
ton. Application forms for a 
search of these* records can be 
secured from the Bureau of the 
Census District Office, 2100 Post 
Office Building, Boston 9, Mass- 
achusetts.

McLaughlin champ 

“Wild Willie” McLaughlin, the 
Pride of Stow and Champion of All 
Nabnassett, was declared the 
Champ after last week-end’s meet- 
ing of the Palmer Beach Horseshoe 
Association on the beach courts be- 
side Wedge. 

We would like to say, as in past 
years, that it was the “regular” 
meeting of the Association, but 
truth compels the admission that 
the Palmer Beach iron-flingors 
have been meeting too irregularly 
of late to dignify their gatherings 
with any such word. As a matter 
of strict record last week’s meet- 
ing was only the second of this 
rainless autumn, an occurrence 
quite unheard of in the old Halcyon 
days of the Association when Mr. 
McLaughlin was challenging the 
Teele status as president, with the 
stout backing of Arthur E. Butters, 
sometimes called the State of 
Maine Champ, against the equally 
fanatic support accorded the 
champion of the Boston Paper 
Trade by “Willoughby” Mobbs and 
the Secretary.

leaves or put on the storm windows 
so the warriors were free as it wen 
to compete f o r championship 
honors, which as we said in the be- 
ginning finally descended upon the 
classic McLaughlin noggin. 

“Willie” arrived late at the 
beach, due to some misunderstand 
ing over the message left at his 
house by the president. The cold 
dignity with which Mr. Teele listen- 
ed to the McLaughlin recrimina- 
tions could he taken either way, but 
take it as you will, the simple fact 
is that “W ild Willie” was not 
present when the coins were 
tossed for partners and so missed 
the first match, and what is more 
to be deplored, had to take Mr. 
Teele as partner, when he did get 
to play. 

Mr. Teele and the Secretary had 
gone down to defeat at the hands 
»>f Herbert “Garrulous” Gardner, 
the Dix Street Magnate; and How- 
ard “Foul Line” Wittet, the ex- 
Hlueherry King. Mr. McLaughlin 
arrived during the closing minutes 
of the match and displayed little 
enthusiasm over the form displayed 
by either of the losers. On the 
whole he seemed slightly less dis- 
pleased over having Mr.* Teele win 
the toss with the Secretary for the 
privilege of playing with him, hut 
be did admonish the President to 
“come on now” as he lighted his 
pipe and took his place in the lists, 
showing that he felt that the pres- 
ident s previous performance had 
left something, at least, to be de- 
sired. 

If Mr. Teele did “come on”, as 
Mr. McLaughlin suggested, he did- 
n’t come far enough, for he and

a tidy margin, and they were quite 
a bit behind in the second, when 
“The Pride of Stow”, evidently 
nettled by Mr. Teele’s opinion, free- 
ly expressed, that he wasn’t doing 
“so good”, commenced to get the 
range. 

From then until the odd game 
had been \\< n. Mr. McLaughlin was 
in the saddle, and as Willie com- 
menced to hang his butterfly shoe 
<>n the stake, Mr. Teele revived like 
a wilted flower under a hose. Soon 
Royal, too, was ringing the pin, 
and with both opponents drawing 
blood in the in-fighting, Mr. Gard- 
ner and Mr. Wittet were counted 
out. It must be admitted, in pass- 
ing, that the Gardner submarine 
shoe was not at its best, nor was 
Mr. Wittet as successful as gener- 
ally speaking with his bridge-work 
in front of the stake. 

Mr. Wittet and Mr. Gardner 
matched for the priceless oppoi - 
tunity of playing *with the Secre- 
tary against the now amicable Me- 
Laughiin-Teele duo and Mr. Wittet 
was the loser, going to the lists 
with the luckless scribe.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


Some of the divisions of the De- 
partment of Ci\il Defense in Win- 
1 Chester have been very busy lately, 
serving the community in ways 
for which they have been trained, 
but that have nothing whatever to 
do with air raids, anti so they have 
proven their worth once again. 

On Hallowe’en, four members of 
the Communications Division, driv- 
ing their own cars with their own 
valuable radio equipment, divided 
the town of Winchester into four 
areas, and one car patrolled each 
area. In each of these cars was a 
member of the regular police force, 
and a member of the auxiliary po- 
lice; and all kept in touch with po- 
lice headquarters and Chief Har- 
rold through the mobile radio units. ! 
These four cars supplemented the 
three regular police cars in keep- 
ing an eye out for any possible 
trouble. They answered many com- 
plaint calls, broke up several large 
groups which had gathered, were 
on the spot where needed from 
seven to eleven that night. 

The two days following Hallow- 
e’en were those very dry days when 
one fire after another was ringing 
in, with the woods so perilously 
dry This kept the Auxiliary Fire 
Division hopping, und filling in 
wherever they were needed, as a 
supplement to Chief Callahjm’s 
regular force of firefighters. Here 
again valuable assistance was giv- 
en by volunteers as a result of per- 
sistent training. 

The Civilian War Aid Division 
of Civil Defense deserves a bou- 
quet because of the assistance 
from Mr. William IV Supple und 
Mrs. Ruth Hilton during the open 
house night last week at the Office 
of Civil Defense in the town hall — ■

MORIEY AND GEARHART 

On Tuesday evening, November 
25, at the Winchester High School 
Auditorium, the Community Con- 
cert Association opened its season 
with a program by the duo-pian- 
ists Morloy and Gearhart to a capa- 
city audience of Association mem 
1 l>ers from Winchester and noigh- 
; boring communities. 

Virginia Morley and Livingston 
Gearhart are probably best known 
for their performances on Fred 
Waring’.' popular radio and tele- 
vision shows. However, they had 
an interesting career prior to their 
Waring affiliation. Both studied in 
Paii with Robert Casadesus and 
Nadia Boulanger. Hen* they met 
by chance, merged their musical 
I careers and made a most succoss- 
t ill debut, giving seven more Paris 
.recitals and several in other part 

* f France and Switzerland. Return- 
ing to America, they gave a Town 
Hall recital followed by concerts 

ponsored by the League of Cnm- 
l osers and t he New Yorl IT; lha i 
inonic Symphony League. Then 
they initiated their unique "Con- 
certs with Commentary” touring 
Canada and the United States. 

The audience was charmed im- 
mediately by the attractive appear- 
ance which the two performers 
made as they appeared on the 
stage. Parisian influence was ob- 
vious in the picturesque full-skirt- 
ed ballerina gown on pastel greens 
and fuchsia worn by Miss Morley. 
An informal atmosphere was estab- 
lished by Mr. Gearhart when he be- 
gan his amusing comments. 

The program consisted of five 
parts. 

1. Chorale Prelude: In Thee is 
Joy — Bach 

Variations on a Theme of 
Beethoven -Saint-Saens 

2. Prelude, Fugue and Variation 
Cesar Franck 

3. An American in Paris- Gersh- 
win Intermission 

4. Nocturne-Fantaisie, from Opus 
21 — Chopin 

5. Dance of Terror de Falla 
Valse — Arensky 

Hungarian Rhapsody, No 2- 
Liszt- Gearhart 

Mr. Gearhart prefaced the first 
I two selections with an explanation 
of free transcription. To illustrate 
what he meant he first played the 
simple hymn tune which Bach com- 
posed, thus making the subsequent 
performance more meaningful. 
This was played in a straightfor- 
ward manner with good synchron- 
ization. The Variations on a Theme 
of Beethoven by Saint-Saens is a 
masterpiece intended for two pi- 
anos. In the performance of this 
work, the octave passages, subdued 
tones and rubato were well execut- 
ed. 

Before the Cesar Franck, Miss 
Morley told the audience they had 
selected this work because of its 
rare qualities for two pianos and 
its pleasant meditative and intro- 
spective mood. It was originally 
intended for piano and harmonium. 
The two artists performed this se- 
lection very musically, bringing 
out a lovely singing quality. 

A highlight of the evening was 
An American in Paris. Although 
Morley and Gearhart are versatile, 
they seem at their best in the mod- 
ern idiom. Both the Gershwin num- 
ber and its subsequent encore, The 
Cancan from "Gaite Parisienne" 
sparkled with Gallic vivacity. 

No program of piano music is 
complete without Chopin. Although 
it is dificult to interpret Chopin on 
two pianos, these performers were 
able to preserve the delicacy and 
rich interlacing of harmony. 

The Dance of Terror was des- 
criptively played. To this the grace- 
ful Arensky waltz offered pleasant 
contrast. The excellent Gearhart 
arrangement of the Liszt Rhapsody 
was an appropriate fireworks cli- 
max for the evening. This was es- 
pecially well done because one felt 
the performers were really at home 
in their own creation. 

Four encores were demanded by 
the enthusiastic audience: Three 
Blind Mice, Frenesi, Jesu, Joy of 
Man’s Desiring and appropriately 
Goodnight Ladies. 

One left the concert with the 
feeling that although they had 
heard the works of Bach, Franck, 
Chopin, Liszt, etc., superimposed 
on all was the inimitable style and 
charm of Morley and Gearhart.

"THE CURIOUS SAVAGE’’ 


The Unitarian Players opened 
their season last Friday and Satur- 
day evenings in Metcalf Hall with 
an excellent production of “The 
Curious Savage,” a curious comedy 
by John Patrick, ably directed by 
Robert A. Storer. The play was 
a light confection of sentiment, 
mystery, and melodrama, enthu- 
siastically acted, and well received 
by capacity audiences. 

The stage was a madhouse called 
"The Cloisters”, with one set of 
weird and beautiful people right 
out of Saroyan as permanent 
guests, technically insane hut with 
their hearts in the right place; an- 
other set of sane and respectable 
transients who could not under- 
stand the importance of unimpor- 
tant things like fireflies and gar- 
dens and music; and one borderline 
case who owned a sheaf of nego- 
tiable bonds that everyone was 
anxious to get hold of. Mrs. Sav- 
age, the most curious member of 
the Savage family, was the border- 
line case because of her eccentric 
view that the bonds should he used 
to make common folk happy. 

Charlotte LeClair in the long and 
difficult part of Mrs. Savage held 
the stage throughout the evening 
with professional skill. She had 
more than her share of the bright 
lines and handled them like an ex- 
pert. Paulett Taggart dominated 
the insane party with a spiritea 
performance in the role of Fairy 
May, the girl who needed to be 
loved. She was well supported by 
Dorothy Abbott and Arthur Twom- 
bly, and especially well by Richard 
Barnard as the statistician crazed 
by his job charting trends for the 
government, u'ho considerably en- 
hanced the nightmarish atmosphere 
by his efforts on the violin. Top 
acting honors go to Katherine 
Davies, a William Steig character 
who hated everything with great 
skill, but w’ho had only two or 
three chances to specify the items 
she hated most at the moment. 
Charlotte Hill, firm and sympathe- 
tic, kept these miscellaneous psy- 
chopaths more or less under con- 
trol. 

Mrs. Savage’s stepchildren, un- 
questionably sane and odious, came 
off second best. They never did 
find out what happened to the 
bonds, and it served them right. 
The Senator and the judge, played 
by Edward B. Mansfield and Arthur 
Rich, were gratifyingly stuffv and 
greedy. Their sister Lily Belle, 
played energetically by Marian 
Mowatt, was a large uninhibited 
woman with many husbands and a 
tendency to bite, who might some 
day qualify for admission to the 
madhouse herself. 

The host or referee at The Clois- 
ters was Kenneth S. Hall, who gave 
a smooth performance as the gen- 
tle, wise doctor. “We recommend 
laughter,” he said. "It’s good ther- 
apy.” There was plenty of it, and 
it was good therapy. 

Bradford Darling and William PL 
Spaulding were co-chairmen of the 
production. The set, designed by 
George W. Hayden, Jr., was an- 
other of his masterpieces. The 
evergreen decoration was generous- 
ly provided by the Winchester Con- 
servatories.

TOWN OF WINCHESTER, 
MASSACHUSETTS 

ADOPTED AT ANNUAL REPRESENTATIVE 
TOWN MEETING ON MARCH 24, 1952 

VOTED, That the Zoning By-Laws of the Town he amended by 
making the following < hangi - 

SECTION 2 

Strike 1 1 1 ction 2 and substitute a new Section 2 as follows: 

Section 2. SINGLE RESIDENT !• DISIRK IS. 

In Single Resident Districts, no new building or structure shall be 
constructed or used, in wlmle or in part, and n<» building or structure, or 
part thereof, shall be altered, enlarged, reconstructed or used, and no 
land shall be used. 

A. For any industry, trade, manufacturing, business, or commer- 
cial purpose (except as specifically set forth in this Section) ; or 

B. For any purpose except one or more of the following: 

1. Detached single-family house. 

2. Church or other place of worship, parish house, rectory, 
or convent. 

3. Religious, sectarian, or denominational educational pur- 
pose. 

4. Public school, college, library, museum, art gallery or 
other public educational purpose. 

5. Public recreational or water supply use. 

0. Public administration building, fire or police station. 

7. Orchard, truck garden, nursery or similar use of the land 
for raising of agricultural crops (but not including, except 
as hereinafter provided, any building or structure prim- 
arily used in connection with such purpose, nor any public 
display or produce). 

8. Customary home occupation conducted in a dwelling or 
building accessory thereto bv a person living and maintain- 
ing a home on the premises, such as a professional office, 
renting of rooms or the furnishing of table hoard to not 
more than four persons, dressmaking, home cooking, tutor- 
ing, or handcraft work (but not including a barber shop, 
beauty parlor, gift shop, real estate office, restaurant, tourist 
home or similar use offering services to the general public) ; 
provided that : 

a. Such use is clearly incidental and secondary to the use 
of the premises for residential purposes, 
b Not more than one person other than residents of the 
premises is regularly employed thereon in connection 
with such use. 

c. No offensive noise, vibration, smoke, dust, odors, heat 
or glare is produced. 

d. There is no exterior display and no exterior sign per- 
taining to such use, except for a name plate, not ex- 
ceeding one square foot in area, indicating the profes 
sional occupation of a doctor or dentist residing on the 
premises. 

e. There is no exterior storage of material or equipment 
(including the parking of commercial vehicles) and no 
other exterior indication of such use or variation from 
the residential character of the premises. 

9. Customary accessory uses clearly incidental to and located 
on the same premises with any of the foregoing uses, in- 
cluding : 

a. Private garage for not more than three automobiles per 
family, not more than one of which shall he a com- 
mercial vehicle. 

b. Private greenhouse, tool shed, playhouse, tennis court 
or other similar building or structure for domestic 
storage or use. 

c. Living quarters for domestic employees or temporary 
non-paying guests, containing no kitchen facilities, pro- 
vided that such quarters are not rented or used as a 
separate dwelling. 

cl. Keeping of animals for personal enjoyment or house- 
hold use, provided that all accessory buildings and 
structures in which such animals are housed are not 
less than 15 feet from side and rear lot lines, 
e Temporary unlighted signs aggregating not over 20 
square feet in area pertaining to the sale or lease of the 
premises, provided that all such signs are not less than 
15 feet from any street or lot line, 
i Removal of earth products in connection with the con- 
struction of a building or structure for which a ]>er- 
mit has been issued in accordance with the Building 
Laws. 

C. Provided, however, that if permission of the Board of Appeals 
he obtained in accordance with the procedure and conditions set 
forth in Section S hereof, buildings and structures may he con- 
structed, altered, enlarged, reconstructed and used, and land 
may he used, for one or more of the following purposes: 

1. Library, museum, art gallery. 

2. Agenc> giving day care to children as defined in Section Si' 
of Chapter 111 of the General Laws, as amended. 

3. Club house, or other non-profit civic, social, or recreational 
use (but not including any use the chief activity of which is 
one customarily conducted as a business). 

4. Hospital, sanitorium, philanthropic or charitable institution, 
rest home, convalescent or nursing home ( hut not including 
a correctional institution or place of detention, or, if con- 
ducted for profit, a place for the care of the insane, feeble 
minded, epileptic, drug, or liquor patients), provided that 
all buildings so used are not less than 50 feet from side and 
rear lot lines.

During World War 11 Mr. Wilson 
spent two years in Naval Service 
I overseas. As Gunnery Officer of a 
Destroyer and Commanding Officer 
of a Landing LSM, he received 5 
battle stars. 

He was graduated from Yale in 
1943. A member of the Class of 
1945, he received his degree in 2 1 !* 
years. 

Mr. Wilson is a resident of South 
Woodstock, Connecticut where he 
lives with his wife and daughter. 

United World Federalists mem- 
bers are working with similar or- 
ganizations throughout the world 
in an endeavor to make it possible 
for the United Nations to receive 
sufficient, but carefully limited 
power to prevent war.

Turban shells, and many others, as 
well ns shells with the interesting 
names of Scotch Bonnets, Ladies’ 
Ears. Flamingo Tongues, Baby 
Teeth and Chinese Alphabets, and 
the odd little Sea Horse, which al- 
ways swims upright. Showing one 
of her most beautiful specimens, a 
Chambered Nautilus, she repeated 
the dearly loved poem of the same 
name, by Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
the beauty of the words nnd their 
spiritual significance bringing to a 
satisfying close a most delightful 
afternoon.

Since the first Christmas Seal 
in this country during the holiday 
season of 1907, the bright little 
tamps have been strong weapons 
against one of the nation’s most 
virulent public health enemies. 
When Miss Kmily Bissell, a Wil- 
mington, Delaware, welfare work- 
er, promoted the first Seal Sale 
to raise funds for a few needy 
| tuberculosis patients she could not 
| have known what a great, nation- 
wide effort she was initiating. She 
saw only that there was a job to be 
| done, in which she could have a 
I part.

WINCHESTER MANS WORK 

TO BE PART OF BANKING 
LITERATURE 

Him is S. Richardson, Jr.. Assis- 
tant Investment Officer <<f the Old 
Colony Trust Company, f Boston, 
has been notified by The Graduate 
School of Banking that his thesis, 
“The Valuation of Pension Funds," 
written ns a requirement for his 
graduation from the School last 
June, is considered of such excel- 
lence that it will he permanently 
placed in the libraries of the Amer- 
ican Bankers Association and Rut- 
crs University. The Graduate 
School, conducted by the A. B. A. 
in co-operation with Rutgers, is a 
school of advanced study for bank- 
ers. 

The significance of this honor 
to Mr. Richardson, who lives at 11 
York road, is indicated by the fact 
that of the 338 theses submitted by 
members of the class of 1952, only 
38 were chosen for this recognition. 
“These 38 theses were considered 
to be of such excellence that they 
are being made a permanent part 
of banking literature,” Dr. Irwin, 
(’hairman of the Thesis Committee, 
said. 

To be approved for the Library, 
a thesis must first receive a recom- 
mendation from a panel of exam- 
iners specializing in the subject on 
which tin' thesis is written. The 
recommendations are made to the 
School*. Library Them < -nimittce, 
which, on the basis of the recom- 
mendations, the reports of expert 
readers, and the entire educational 
record of flu* student, acts upon 
them. By means of this screening 
process, only theses of particular 
distinction are approved for in- 
clusion in the libraries. 

The preparation of the thesis 
was only one of the requirements 
met by Sir. Richardson before grad- 
uation from the School last June 27. 
He also attended three summer ses- 
sions on the Rutgers campus in 
New Brunswick, New Jersey, and 
did two years of extension work at 
home. The summer sessions are 
attended annually by over 1,000 
bank officers. 

Mr. Richardson’s thesis, along 
with those previously accepted, will 
he available for reference after 
January 1 at the A. B. A. Library, 
12 East 36 street. New York City, 
which is open to the public.

Woburn, winb* through the 
season, wa n’t expected to extend 
the Indians, who had lost only to 
Watertown in nine games and had 
beaten several teams that had out- 
classed th«* tanners.

THRUWAY BISECTS ANCIENT 
TUXEDO PARK COIF COURSE 

The high speed of motorized life 
has exploded with legal violence in 
the quiet of Tuxedo Park, a seclud- 
ed community in southern New 
York State. 

The new New York Thru way, n 
high speed toll road connecting 
New York city and the state line 
near Erie, Pennsylvania, will gn 
through Tuxedo, once the exclusive 
suburban retreat of some of New 
York’s wealthiest families. 

Not only will the Thruway tra- 
verse Tuxedo, the National Geo- 
graphic Society reports, it will 
commit the almost unbelievable 
desecration of bisecting the famous 
and ancient Tuxedo golf course 
with a double ribbon of concrete 
a hazard never dreamed of by the 
men who laid out the links. 

One of Oldest 

The Tuxedo golf course, open to 
members of the Tuxedo Club and 
therefore to descendants of original 
settlers in this Ramapo hills settle- 
ment, is one of the oldest in the 
country. .Some members maintain 
it is the second oldest in the north- 
ern states. 

Enid out in 1889, it has been play- 
ed by members boasting such 
names as Eorillard, Harriman, Fre- 
linghuysen, Baker, and Astor, as 
well as by the golfing great of the 
tournament circuit. 

The course has been rebuilt five 
times since it was first played, and 
some present club members hope it 
can be rebuilt again despite the 
turnpike. But the road will cut 
directly through the middle of the 
links, and the rugged terrain of 
the Ramapo hills will make reloca- 
tion difficult. 

Home of Dinner Jacket 

Tuxedo Park, or just plain 
I uxedo, is famous if only because 
it is supposedly tin* original home 
of the present masculine evening 
wear that tailors prefer to call the 
dinner jacket but most people know 
as a tuxedo. Legend has it that in 
October, 1886, Griswold Eorillard, 
descendant of Tuxedo’s founder, 
first wore the short evening coat 
and black tie at the Tuxedo Club’s 
annual autumn hall. 

Tuxedo can also claim to he the 
home of etiquette as it is known 
today. Emily Post was long a 
resident there, and wrote the first 
edition of her famous hook on cor- 
rect social behavior at Tuxedo. 

Original genius of Tuxedo Park 
was the first Pierre Eorillard, of 
the tobacco and snuff empire and 
one of the United States’ early 
millionaires. Eorillard came into 
possession of some of Tuxedo’s 
1 present acres, and the rest were 
acquired by a later Eorillard, 
Pierre IV. 

Residential Community 

Pierre IV’ laid out the commu- 
nity, built roads, cottages and an 
eight-foot barbed wire fence to 
create what he hoped would be- 
come a popular resort for a care- 
fully screened segment of New 
^ ork s 400. Gradually Tuxedo 
Park, 40 miles northwest of New 
^ ork city, evolved into a tine resi- 
dential community. 

Tuxedo is on the Erie Railroad, 
and few trains in the old days 
failed to stop there. Some even 
halted at the small stations ap- 
pended to the estates of residents, 
dropping and picking up guests, 
servants and first families.

A I*. S. Navy submarine equip- 
ped with a snorkel has traveled

Holy Island, off England’s North-

LOST KINGDOM OE UGARIT 
USED OLDEST KNOWN ABC S 


Man i « learning more about his 
earli* -t A B C’s from the kingdom 
f Cgarit. 

Cgarit no longer exists. It 
vanished about 3.000 years ago. 
But the ancient city-state on mod- 
ern Syria’s Mediterranean shore 
still holds secrets of how the al- 
phabet came into being, the Nat- 
ional Geographic Society observes. 

A Fiench archeological team re- 
cently unearthed there the ivory 
throne of Cgarit's kings. More 
important were new discoveries by 
Professor <’. F. A. Schaeffer, the 
expedition's leader, of graven clay 
tablets of cuneiform script in the 
Cgarit language, dating from 
2.000 B. C. 

Rns Shnmrn 

In 1929, at a place called Rns 
Shnmra north of Ratakin in Syria, 
Prof. Schaeffer first discovered 
evidence of this lost city that stood 
on the Assyrian mainland opposite 
the eastern cape of the island of 
Cyprus. 

Its people knew how to write 
using an alphabet. As the first 
tablets were dug from a palace 
library, the news stirred the world 
of science. 

Many scholars had considered 
the alphabet to be more recent, an 
accomplishment of the Phoenician 
seafaring peoples who roamed the 
Mediterranean from the great city 
of Tyre to the Pillars of Hercules, 
and even beyond into the unknown 
Atlantic. 

Yet here was a totally unknown 
language of a time centuries earl- 
ier. It was used side by side with 
Kgyptian hieroglyphics and Baby- 
lonian ideographs. Rut Cgarit 
script comprised only 30 different 
cuneiform signs — a true alphabet. 

Translated by experts in ancient 
languages, the tablets revealed a 
rich body of poetry and mythology 
with remarkable similarities to 
stories of the Old Testament. 
Charting the civilization of the 
ancient Canaanites, the tablets of 
Cgarit are recasting study of the 
Bible as well as the sources of 
Western languages. 

Pharaoh’s Outpost 

Excavation has shown that Uga- 
rit was occupied as early as the fifth 
millenium B. ('. It became a rich 
and powerful center of commerce 
between the empires of Mesopo- 
tamia and the Mediterranean. 

Rater it stood as the northern 
bastion of ancient Egypt’s Middle 
Kingdom. Statues in ivory and 
gold, altars, idols, vases and hiero- 
glyphic inscriptions show that the 
Egyptian pharaohs sent many gifts 
to the kings of Cgarit and used the 
city as a port. 

Cgarit finally fell before Hittite 
invasions that broke ancient 
Egypt’s power in the Near East. 
The city was wrecked hy an earth- 
quake and, sacked hy conquerors in 
the middle 1300’s B. C. A century 
and a half later Cgarit ceased to 
exist, and with it one of man’s 
earliest known alphabets passed 
into limbo. 


GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


A fish found in Central American 
lakes and rivers uses bifocals, says 
the National Geographic Society’s 
new Book of Fishes. With the up- 
per halves of its two eyes out of 
water it looks around for floating 
food. With the shortsighted lower 
halves submerged it keeps alert for 
sub-marine enemies. 

On Hallowe’en in 1517, Martin 
Luther nailed his famous protest to 
the door of the castle church in 
Wittenberg, Germany, and opened 
the Protestant Reformation. 

The United States, with less than 
6 per cent of the world’s land area, 
has about 29 per cent of the earth’s 
railway mileage, according to the 
National Geographic Society. 

Without knowing it. Jamestown’s 
settlers sent shiploads of sulphur 
to England as the first profit from 
the infant American colony. They 
thought they had found gold in 
abundance. But the glittering yel- 
1 low substance with which they filled 
the holds of homeward-bound ships 
was actually a sulphur mineral — 
“fool’s gold,’’ the National Geo- 
i graphic Society recalls.

GREAT RECORD BY SERIEKA 

When big “Jocko” Scriekn scored 
the fn^t touchdown f»>r the Subur- 
ban All Stars agninst the North 
Shore All Star in Hurd Stadium, 
Beverly, la - 1 Sunday, he continued 
a scoring record it is most probable 
| no Winchester High football play- 
er has ever equalled. 

Serio) a. 186-pound speedster, 
plunped for the touchdown which 
put the winning Suburbanites out 
in front, find he lost nnother touch- 
down when an official slowed him 
up on a breakaway play as he pot 
into the clear. 

“Jocko” was just straiphteninp 
out when the white pants cut in 
front of him, slowinp Serieka up 
so he was hauled down from be- 
hind. Without the official's assist 
big “Jocko” would have been off 
to town, for you just don’t haul 
that hip greyhound down from be- 
hind, once he has potten started. 

Serieka completed three years 
of varsity service Jit Winchester 
Hiph in the Woburn pame on 
Thankspivinp, all three at left 
halfback, or the outside runninp 
slot in the T-ofTcnse. 

The hip boy started slowly, tal- 
lyinp only three touchdowns as a 
sophomore, in th»* Stonehnm, 
Framingham and Belmont games. 

As a junior “Jocko” commenced 
to roll, scoring in every game but 
the Watertown victory and getting 
. across thf goal line twice in both 
tin* Heading and Belmont games 
| for a total of 11 touchdowns. 

This last season, as a senior, 
Serieka really went wild, scoring 
19 touchdowns, at least one on each 
team but Watertown and having a 
high of four against strong Win- 
throp. 

Over the three years “Jocko” 
has been with the varsity he has 
scored 33 touchdowns for 198 
points. As a senior he scored three 
points after touchdown, bringing 
hi- over-all scoring record to *201 
points. We cannot say positively, 
but we strongly believe no other 
i Winchester High School hack can 
match this record, and we also 
think Serieka’s senior scoring rec- 
ord is very probably the best one 
yejir scoring mark ever made by a 
\\ inchcster hoy. In appraising 
this record it should he recalled 
that in the Knowlton cojiching 
system no hack like Serieka is 
going to score all he could, because 
Winchester never tries to pile up a 
i score. 

This fall “Jocko” scored 117 
points on touchdowns and three 
points after. In addition he passed 
for five touchdowns. Twelve of his 
1!) touchdowns were made on runs 
■ from scrimmage, six came on for- 
ward pass plays in which Serieka 
was the pass receiver, and the oth- 
er was ji punt return. 

Serieka as a senior carried the 
ball <’9 times and gained 84b yards, 
for an average of 12 <5 23 yards a 
| carry. A ball player with an aver- 
1 ji go of ten, or oven eight yards, 

! is something to rave over! We 
doubt if any other Winchester hack 
has eclipsed Serieka’s average 
| yards gained, hut there is no way 
• to find out. Other scoring records 
| can he located by going through 
ithe Star files, but it is our opinion 
I that it will be time wasted. It will 
he mighty hard, if not impossible, 
to find a better three-year, or one- 
year scoring record than those of 
Mr. Edward Serieka of the Main 
street Seriekas. 

“Jocko” has done all right in tin* 
honorary schoolboy team selec- 
tions, being chosen a first string 
replacement on the Globe’s "all” 
team and as a regular on the “ A 1 1 - 
B” class teams of both the Post 
and Globe. He has been in the 
honorable mention group for all 
papers, Jind very probably playing 
with ji stronger line ahead of him 
would have been such an outstand- 
ing runner that he would have 
won universal “nil* selection.

EXTENSION OF PARKWAY 
APPROVED BY MDC 

NEW HOAD world) CUN TINT E 
ALONG NOHTH BANK OF

Kx?«-nsion of the Mystic Valley 
Parkway along the math hank of 
the Mystic River from Harvard 
avenue, Medford, to the junction of 
the Mystic Valley and Alewife 
Brook Parkways near the Somer- 
ville- Arlington line was approved 
thi c past week hy the Metropolitan 
District Commission. No estimate 
was made of the cost. 

The decision was reached after 
the study hy the MDC of a bill filed 
hy Rep. Henry E. Keenan of Arl- 
ington proposing the extension. 
Contract has already been let out 
for the construction of a stretch 
of road from the Medford Street 
Arlington Bridge at the end of 
High street to the Hftrvnrd Avenue 
Bridge. This proposal was made in 
a bill filed by Rep. Keenan last 
year. Construction is scheduled to 
i,c finished by June. 1953. 

The stretch of road proposed in 
Hep. Keenan’s new hill would cross 
the Mystic River into Somerville 
near the point where the river turns 
north, and would join the traffic 
circle near the old Somerville 
pumping stat ion now being raz» d. 

Construction of the Mystic Val- 
ley parkway extension would save 
motorist s coming or going North to 
Woburn, Winchester and p"int ! 

. . . ■ ’ t 

Arlington at the end of High street 
in order to reach the junction of 
Mystic Valley and Alewife Brook 
Parkways. The new road would 
run along the north side of the 
river from High street to the turn 
of the river in Medford, and then 
jump across to the Somerville side, 
thus allowing motorists to take a 
more direct route. 

MDC spokesmen said that they 
approved the extension because a 
highway on both sides of the river 
would ease traffic congestion in the 
area and provide a needed direct 
route. 

The commission stated that funds 
are available for the construction 
of the new stretch of road but that 
extra appropriations will he re- 
quired to build the bridge and con- 
necting highway. Provision for 
the project was said to have been 
made in the highway bond issue 
enacted by the Legislature. Further 
landscaping of the area and pro- 
tective fences are also recommend- 
ed in the MDC approval. 
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Mr. John A. Volpe of Everett 
avenue is one of the 10 district 
chairmen leading the drive for 
membership in the proposed new 
insurance system for members of 
the Grand Lodge, Sons of Italy in 
America. The proposed chance 
will provide coverage up to $5,000 
for each member and additional 
coverage for his family, replac- 
ing the present system of special 
assessment.

Food is pre- 
pared and served in hot dishes for 
the trays placed on an endless car- 
rier which automatically transports 
the trays to each floor and served 
hot at the bedside of the patient. 
The modern bakery will hake all 
bread and pastry each day. The 
refrigeration compartments and 
additional deep- freeze units have a 
capacity of 3,600 cubic feet.

MENTAL HYGIENF 
AND THE SCHOOLS 

Winchestei s teachers went back 
to school on Wednesday afternoon, 
wN-n they assembled at the Wy- 
man Sch<*o] auditorium to hear a 
lecture on “Mental Hygiene in the 
Classroom” by I>r. Joseph Worn 
rob. Clas' was called to order by 
Superintendent Forbes II Norris, 
who ‘-aid that he hoped that this 
meeting would hr the first in a 
series for the study of significant 
educational problems. 

In introducing the speaker, Su 
nerintendent Norris noted that Dr. 
Weinreb, who is the director of 
psychology at Clark University, 
was horn in Austria, coming to 
America at tho age of twelve. Most 
of his advanced education was re- 
ceived at Vanderbilt University. 

Assisting Dr. Weinreb in the 
group discussion which followed 
his talk were school staff members 
Main* Dugan, Margaret Fosberry, 
Ruth Graham, Joan Rouzie, Joseph 
Forte, David Kotkov, and School 
Committeeman Earle F Littleton. 

In his opening remarks Dr. Wein- 
reb gave a common sense defini- 
tion of mental health as the ability 
to live harmoniously with one’s en- 
vironment. He traced the process 
hy which the child enlarges its en- 
vironment from birth, through in- 
fancy, into childhood; and ho noted 
that upon entering school tho child 
looks upon the teacher as a foster 
mother. The classroom atmosphere 
which thc teacher and the pupils 
create has much to do with the 
maintenance of thc youngster’s 
mental health. In Dr. Weinrob’s 
opinion, it is vitally important that 
the teacher be healthy, reasonably 
relaxed, competent, and that she 
should enjoy her work. 

Replying to questions from his 
audience, Dr. Weinreb indicated 
his disapproval of overemphasis 
upon scholastic ranks, Nvhcther by 
parents or hy teachers. A teacher’s I 
statement that sound mental health 
was at least as much thc responsi-

CHILD INJURED IN FALL 


Little Mary Ann Uccello, three 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul Uccello of 3f> Town Way was 
quite badly hurt in a fall while 
playing in her home Tuesday noon- 
time.

TELEPHONE COMPANY 
SEEKS HIGHER RATES 

The New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company in a filing 
today (December 10, 1952) with 
the Department of Public Utilities 
proposed rate increases which 
would increase its revenue in Mass- 
achusetts by about 6 per cent. 

The revenues from the proposed ' 
schedules would average about a 
cent a day for residence telephones 
and about two cents a day for busi- 
ness telephones. 

Local calls from coin box tele- 
phones would he increased to 10 
cents. While no change is proposed 
for station-to-station day toll rates 
some adjustments are included f « r 
certain toll calls, principally those 
made at night and on Sundays. 
Other proposed changes apply to 
certain items of miscellaneous 
equipment and to additional mes- 
sage units for business service in 
the Company’s metropolitan Bos- 
ton area and in Lynn and Burling- 
ton. 

If the new rates are approved by 
the DPU, they would increase the 
Company’s revenues by about $850,. 
000 per month or a net of $382,000 
a month after taxes. 

For about two thirds of all resi- 
dence customers the increase would 
he 25 cents a month, and for most 
of those remaining it would ho 50 
or 75 cents a month. For about one 
half of the business customers the 
increase would be 50 cents a month 
or less, and for the majority of 
others it would range from 75 cents 
to $1.50 a month. In a few ex- 
changes, because of growth in the 
number of telephones, the increase 
on residence service would be $1 
a month, and on business service 
it would range up to $3 a month. 

The 1^-cent charge for local calls 
from coin box telephones has al- 
ready been authorized in 32 states 
and is now applicable to about four 
fifths of all the coin box telephones 
in the nation, according to Com- 
pany officials. 

The Company’s General Manager 
in Massachusetts, Hugh W. Mac- 
donald. said, “These increases are 
needed to meet higher costs of pro- 
viding service. A necessary wage 
increase was granted to all Mass- 
achusetts employees of the Com- 
pany last October, which added 
substantially to our costs of oper- 
ation. Increased telephone rates 
j are also required to permit a fair 
and reasonable return on the stead- 
ily increasing capital investment 
in this state. 

“We must he in a position to 
bring into the business large 
amounts of new capital to finance 
all the new construction required 
to meet the telephone demands of 
people throughout the state. In 
spite of postwar telephone con- 
struction amounting to almost $300 
million which has permitted us to 
provide service for half a million 
new customers, we still have 25,000 
families waiting for telephone ser- 
vice. About 125,000 more are 
waiting for individual lines or for 
lines with fewer parties on them. 
We also have 600,000 customers 
who are waiting to have us replace 
their manual service with dial ser- 
vice, and many communities are 
eager to obtain the advantages of 
extended local calling areas which 
could eliminate inter-community 
toll charges. All of this will re- 
quire over $100,000,000 in telephone 
construction during the next few 
years. 

“We can meet these demands 
only with adequate earnings. Wage 
increases and tax increases since 
1940 have substantially increased 
our costs of operation and rate in-

creases have not kept pace. The 
22 per cent rate increase received 
since 1940 hardly covers one half 
the wage and tax increases incurred 
during the same period. The pro- 
posed increase of 6 per cent will 
help meet these increased costs; 
and yet telephone rates in Mass- 
achusetts will have increased far 
less than the prices of most things 
that are bought today. 

“That is why we must now take 
steps to put the Company on a 
sound financial basis. We cannot 
continue to operate at levels which 
prevent us from meeting our full 
responsibility to the public. 

“In spite of rate increases dur- 
ing the last two years, our earn- 
ings have failed to reach adequate 
levels. Rising costs continued to 
use up the additional revenues that 
were authorized and forced our 
earnings down even below the level 
of confiscation established by the 
Supreme Court. 

“The few cents a day we are now 
asking from our customers would 
mean the difference between con- 
fiscation and sound operation. It is 
this financial strength that is now 
required to give to the people of 
Massachusetts the kind of tele- 
phone service they want and should 
have.”

Autopsies were performed in all 
cases and the details reported. This 
is lawful infliction of death. 

The business of promoting prize 
fights has been stimulated by tele- 
vision which reveals to vast num- 
bers. from all over the country, the 
cruel, dangerous, and morbid de- 
tails of the encounters. Years ago 
there were comparatively few wit- 
nesses to the infrequent contests;

shrewd, alert promoters who are 
in the business for the money it 
viclds from successful manage- 
ment. 

It is an unwholesome business, 
degrading to children by its appeal 
to the lower nature, exalting to 
none. The people would bo better 
ofT without it, the home more whole- 
some.

including her pocketbook with all 
her money, personal papers, visa 
and passport. At the time of the 
accident Mrs. Thelin had time only 
to slip a coat over her housecoat 
and don slippers before leaving the 
sinking ship. Due to a mistake in 
piers, several trunks of personal 
effects were not on the Fernstream 
and will now go hy another boat. 

Mrs. Thelin suffered only a few 
scratches and, as she humorously 
wrote her brother here, a dented 
shin. Once ashore she was taken to 
the home of friends in San Mateo, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. W. Sturtevant, 
509 Sonora Drive, with whom she 
will stay until she can continue her 
interrupted trip. She hopes, if ar- 
rangements can he completed and 
she can obtain a new visa and pass- 
port by that time, to sail on De- 
cember 28. 

Mrs. Thelin, the former Betty 
Cushman, was born in Pawtucket, 
R. L, and educated at Oberlin Col- 
lege and Brown University. In 1925 
she went out to teach in an Amer- 
ican Board School for girls in Foo- 
chow, China, where in 1931 she 
married a fellow missionary, Guy 
A. Thelin, an agriculturalist under 
the American Board in China. They 
have two sons, both horn in China, 
Mark ('., a student at Oberlin, and 
Robert Thelin, a student at South 
Dakota State College. 

In addition to teaching in China, 
Mis. Thelin did a great deal of vil- 
lage reconstruction work with her 
husband. When the Communists 
took control of China Mrs. Thelin 
returned to the United States in 
1950, but her husband remained 
another year before being trans- 
ferred to special agricultural ser- 
vice at the New Southern Christian 
College at Midsayap in the Philip- 
pines.

ART IMPETUS IN WINCHESTER 

A glimpse in the Art Gallery of 
tie \n inchester Public Library on 
a I hursday morning, afternoon, 

oi evening looks like a full- 
i! edged art school in session with 
(Imp cloths on the Hoor, paint box- 
es, easels, paint ings-in-the-making 
and a model. For the gallery de- 
igned and built as n part of the 
ne a libraiy some twenty years ago 
and one of the finest in Greater 
Boston inside from the Cambridge, 
De Cordova, and Addison Gallery, 
of course) is nt last being used, 
with the blessing of the librarian 
and board of directors, for painting 
classes organized and run by the 
Winchester Art Association. 

The Winchester Art Association, 
one of the older art groups of 
Greater Boston, is launching out on 
an expanded program this winter, 
aside from its regular monthly ex- 
hibitions. Miss ( orinne Mead, the 
librarian, has enthusiastically co- 
operated with the association and 
is glad to share in getting this 
painting branch of the arts going 
as an activity of the library. The 
Art Association offers a morning 
painting group with a teacher, 
King ( oftin; and an evening class 
from 7:30 to 9:30, which was filled 
to capacity of twenty the first eve- 
ning. This class is especially popu- 
lar with the men, there being 
twelve in this group. The children’s 
classes are taught hy volunteer 
members of the association, who 
themselves are artists and who 
teach the children’s group for four 
or five weeks at a time. 

So enthusiastic has been the re- 
sponse of residents to the project 
that it is hoped classes in simple 
arts and crafts may be started in 
February, or at the latest, next 
fall. These would give the children, 
as well as painting, clay modeling, 
and linoleum block printing; and 
adults perhaps other hobbies such 
as bookbinding, leather work, or 
tray painting and clay modeling. 

The current exhibition is an 
amusing collection of some sixty 
small paintings in water color, oil, 
tempera or serigraphs. Most are 
framed and alford an unusual op- 
portunity for people to solve a 
Christmas problem of a present 
with a nice example of a well- 
known artist’s work. Also in this 
exhibition on two walls are fine 
pictures, full-sized, introducing the 
rental plan, hy John Whorf, Glenn 
MacNutt, Margaret Pearson, Carl 
Peters, Frank Brangwyn, II.

Saturday’s concert was the first 
under the new director, Mr. Lan- 
nom, a youthful and personable con- 
ductor, who seemed to have his 
singers well in hand while giving 
the impression of being of the club 
instead of one apart whose only 
province was to direct. 

Tite club has apparently made a 
promising start under Mr. I. annum. 
Its best singing was as good as any 
it has done, and those numbers lie- 
low top performance were general- 
ly better sung than many heard in 
the past. 

The new director and his choris- 
ters must have done a lot of hard 
work, and intelligent work. At- 
tacks and most releases were pre- 
cise, pitch was good on the whole 
and the club’s response to its direc- 
tor’s wishes, noteworthy. 

Above all these assets, necessary 
as they are to musical competence, 
it was, however, the improvement 
in tone, especially in the louder 
singing, that was most gratifying. 
The tone was more pointed and 
musical; not so much inclined to 
spread, and individual voices, so 
apparent at past concerts, were con- 
siderably less noticeable. Several 
times during the concert Mr. Ean- 
nom called for everything his 
chorus could give him, and the re- 
sulting effort was good ensemble, 
good and loud, it’s true, hut still 
singing! 

It should be remembered that the 
club was singing without notes, al- 
ways a risky business, and an oc- 
casional faulty entrance or uncer- 
tain attack was to he expected. 
The wonder is there were not more 
of them! Some of the leads lacked 
volume, it is true, probably because, 
being without notes, the less ex- 
perienced singers obviously were 
taking no chances. 

What difficulty there was with 
pitch was not too noticeable, hut 
was generally confirmed by the 
basses reaching for low notes 
toward the end of a selection. This 
was particularly true of the Ark- 
hangelsky score of the first group, 
i though the low voices had trouble 
i making themselves heard, even in 
I their opening leads in this number. 
The new standing arrangement of 
the club seemed to affect the soli- 
darity of the bass part in this se- 
lection, and generally it seemed 
the low voices were not as au- 
dible as they should have been, 
the Niles selection toward the end 
of the concert being a notable ex- 
ception. 

The opening group was quite 
heavy and certainly, the least in- 
teresting and well done of any. The 
lively “To the Women” arrived just 
in time to recreate interest that 
was flagging during the rather 
monotonous Brahms number. 

At this point the club rose to the 
heights with a fine performance of 
the lovely Sibelius “Vale of Tuoni”, 
and ended the first half of the pro- 
gram on a hearty note with a 
j vigorous rendition of the “Holiday 
Song”. 

The program reopened with a 
group of carols, in the performance 
of which the club reached its peak. 
The gem of the group, and of the 
entire evening, was “I Wonder as 
I Wander” with that sweet-voiced 
tenor, Mr. Hopkins, singing solo 
passages that were a real joy to 
listen to. Incidentally, why this 
number did not close the concert is 
surely a fair question! 

The fine singing of the carols 
held over through the familiar 
“Think on Me”, done throughout in 
unison with a fine broad style and 
soft tone, and a sustained release 
that was most effective. 

The closing music was all popu- 
lar. The guest soloist, Miss (’lay- 
ton, joined the men in the Romberg 
favorite, “Deep in My Heart” from 
“Student Prince”, and in two of the 
other numbers the soloists were 
talented club members, Mr. O’Brien, 
tenor, and Mr. Worthen, baritone. 

Mr. O’Brien scored a real hit 
with his singing of “The Dono- 
vans”, done wit’ a bit av a brogue, 
and Mr. Worthen’s off-beat handl- 
ing of the solo passages in the spir- 
itual, "Kin I Ride”, was equally 
effective. 

A purist might quarrel with pro- 
gramming the spiritual as the clos- 
ing number, and might raise his 
eyebrows still higher at the encore, 
the boisterous “Frankie and John- 
nie”. Somehow the latter, parti- 
cularly, seemed out of place sung 
beside a lighted Christmas tree. 

Both, however, were mighty good 
entertainment, and both were well 
done. The audience loved them 
both, hut it does seem a more suit- 
able place on the program could 
have been found for them. 

The guest artist. Miss Clayton, 
brought to the platform an engag- 
ing personality and a pleasing so- 
prano voice, fully capable of the 
demands made upon it by the sing- 
er. Her selections included songs in 
Engli>h. French and German, a 
lovely Christmas carol, beautifully 
done, and several selections in 
the more modern vein, of which the 
Edna St. Vincent Millay lines about 
riding all night on the ferry were 
the most interesting, and the un- 
usual “Monica’s Waltz", surely the 
most appealing. 

Miss Clayton uas warmly re- 
i ceived and had to respond to en- 
core.*. singing "If I Love You” from 
Rogers and Hammei stein’s “Carou- 
sel and the modern "1 Can’t Be 
Talkin' of Love”. She had the ad-

JUNIOR HIGH HOMEROOMS 
HAVE BUSY PROGRAM 

Pupils in the homerooms at the 
junior high school recently con 
ducted their second election of 
officers since school began in Sep- 
tember. There is no set pattern of 
homeroom organization, each group 
being free to choose its own, but, 
for the most part, the officers in 
elude a president, vice-president, 
secretary, program chairman, Red 
Gross representatives, and. often,! 
several committees. Most officers 
serve for a full quarter year, so | 
that, during the year, as many stu- 
dents as possible may have the ex- 
perience of representing their 
homeroom in the conduct of their 
group activities. 

The elections are a small part of 
the busy program which is cram- | 
med into the twenty minute home- 
room period that opens school each | 
morning. Since the junior high 
brings all of the pupils of the town 
together for the first time, these 
experiences are especially impor- 
tant as a means of orienting the 
youngsters into a wider community 
| than that of his neighborhood 
school. 

Though programs vary in the 
different rooms an ordinary week’s 
schedule for the activity period 
might start on Monday morning 
with a homeroom discussion stress- j 
ing parliamentary procedure in j 
the conduct of the meeting. On 
Tuesday, the homeroom groups par- 
ticipate in the town wide savings 
program. Student bankers, under 
the supervision of the teachers, re- 
ceive the deposits of their class- 
mates, record them and balance 
their accounts, before making the 
room deposit at the school office. 

Wednesday is often set aside as 
a period for committee work, dur- 
ing which small groups of pupils 
concerned with the preparation of 
programs, decorating for special 
events, scholarship and attendance, 
<>r homeroom appearance will plan 
their activities. Thursday morning 
may find the homeroom engaged in I 
another group discussion on points i 
of citizenship, school conduct, or | 
school and home relationships. 

Friday may he reserved for a 
room assembly originated and plan- 
ned by the pupils. If a day of ' 
special significance has occurred 
during the week, an appropriate 
program will he presented, or there 
may be skits, games, and spelling 
boos. Because of the lack of audi- 
torium facilities, there are few all- 
school assemblies, but the home- 
room is an attempt to fill that lack.

EDWARD STACEY MANSFIELD 

WINCHESTER MAN 
ASSOCIATE OF 
THOMAS EDISON 

Edwnrd Stacey Mansfield of l. r > 
Cabot street, one time associate of 
Thomas A Edison, and retired Bos- 
ton Edison Company employee, died 
suddenly at his home Thursday 
moraine, December 18, after a brief 
illness. He had been about as usual 
the day previous and had been n 
the center as late ns 5:30, his sud- 
den death coming as a severe shock 
to his family and friends. 

Mr. Mansfield was tin* son of Ed- 
ward Galen, and Stacey 

(Breed ) Mansfield He was horn 
November 11. 1870, in Wakefield 
and grow up in that town, graduat- 
ing from Wakefield Hitrh School 
and from Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in the Class of 1890. 
Soon after college ho worked for 
the General Electric Company in 
Schenectady, N. V . and was for 
a time in close association with 
Thomas A. Edison, the connection 
giving him the honor of member 
ship in the Edison Pioneers, an as- 
sociation of those who had worked 
with the great inventor 

After leaving the General Elec- 
tric, Mr. Mansfield joined the Bos 
ton Edison Company, where for 
many years before his retirement 
he was a bureau bend. Active 
civicnlly, he served on the Finance 
Committee from 1915 to 1918, net 
ing as chairman from T6 to '18. 
He was n member of the Water and 
Sewer Board from 1920 to 1923 and 
served as a town meeting member 
from Precinct 5 for many years. 
During the war years he served ns 
publicity director for the Winches- 
ter Red Cross Chapter. 

Mr. Mansfield was a member of 
the Winchester Country Club and 
of the Engineers Club of Boston. 
He was also a member of the 
Wakefield Baptist Church. A 
pleasant, friendly man with a quiet 
sense of humor and a very real ap- 
preciation of the other fellow’s 
problem, he endeared himself to 
many, and was held in esteem by 
all who knew him. 

On June 14. 1905. Mr. Mansfield 
married Elizabeth Osborn Bancroft 
of Peabody, and after a brief resi- 
dence in Boston they came to Win- 
chester in 1900. 

Besides his wife, he leaves a son. 
Edward Bancroft Mansfield of Win 
cheater; u daughter, Mrs. Richard 
W. Moore of Attleboro; and three 
grandchildren. Edward Stacey 
Mansfield, 2nd., and Diana Ban- 
croft Mansfield, and Sarah Ban- 
croft Moore. 

Private funeral services were 
held Saturday afternoon, December 
20, at the lute residence with the* 
Rev. Robert A. Storer, minister of 
the Unitarian Church, officiating. 
Burial was in Wildwood Cemetery.

Further sub- 
divisions are made within each 
class for instructional grouping on 
the basis of intelligence and matur- 
ational factors. As many and as 
frequent opportunities as possible 
are presented for classes to inter- 
mingle. This intermingling is ac- 
complished by assemblies, joint as- 
semblies and the many extra cur- 
ricula! - activities which are offered. 

M iss Marion Phipps, speaking 
on “Reading at the Elementary 
School Level” was then introduced 
by Mrs. Ingraham. 

At the outset, Miss Phipps ex- 
plained that there is no one best 
way to teach reading. Since many 
parents are particularly interested 
in understanding the grouping «»f 
pupils and the use of phonetics. 
Miss Phipps concentrated most of 
her discussion on these two aspects 
of reading. 

Miss Phipps described how the 
children are grouped within a class, 
as nearly as possible concurrent 
with their abilities. Such grouping 
results in teaching as nearly indi- 
vidual as possible and allows each 
pupil a degree of success and sat 
isfaction from working with his 
near equals. Factors determining 
and influencing grouping other 
| than intelligence include the* do 
gree of maturation of the child, 
his emotional stability and his phy- 
sical health. Handicaps in vision, 
audition or speech may be spotted 
; in the small group work. 

Phonetics, or meaningful group 
ing of sounds, is definitely still 
taught in Winchester schools, Miss 
Phipps explained. She cited ex- 
amples of auditory discrimination 
in phonetics and pointed out how 
they can be later identified with 
visual discrimination. As with all 
of the more up-to-date reading 
i techniques, phonetics is only use- 
ful if the material presented the 
j pupil is meaningful to him. 

Miss Phipps expressed particu- 
lar interest in providing extra li- 
brary facilities for the pupils at a 
h*vel appropriate to them all. In 
conclusion, she presented some col- 
ored pictures taken in various 
! schoolrooms typifying various of 
the group activities she had been 
describing.

It was of this and other related 
problems that Dr. Trump was 
thinking in 1949 when he was an 
associate professor of electrical 
engineering at MIT. As he con- 
sidered, he felt that perhaps he 
had a way out of the difficulty. 

Serving as the wartime head of 
the British branch of MIT’s Radia- 
tion Laboratory, doing pioneer 
work on radar, submarine detect- 
ing devices, bomb-target locators 
and other electronics devices, gave 
Dr. Trump a helpful background 
for the experiments he was about 
to commence in the field of cancer 
cont i ol. 

He went ov» i what had been done 
in the field of high voltage X-rays 
for cancer and figured a two- million 
volt machine would he about right 
for the cancer treatment he had in 
mind.

OLD AFRICAN COLONIES 
TO BE EXPLORED AGAIN 


The free world’s need for new 
strategic minerals is sending Amer- 
ican scientists flying and tramping 
over two of the oldest European 
colonies south of the equator, Por- 
tugal’s Angola and Mozambique. 

These possessions, Angola on the 
west coast of southern Africa and 
Mozambique on the east coast, were 
discovered and claimed by the* 
brave Portuguese captains who 
sailed around Africa toward the 
end of the l. r >th century, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

Control of Angola was obtained 
from African Chieftains, while 
Mozambique was wrested from ear- 
lier A nib conquerors. The t wo col- 
onies combined have an area of 
779,082 square miles, nearly five 
times the size of California, but a 
population slightly smaller than 
the ten million plus in that state. 

Uranium Sought 

Interest in the mineral possibili- 
ties of Angola and Mozambique 
was aroused by discoveries in 
neighboring parts of Africa. A few 
minerals, notably copper and dia- 
monds, have long been mined. Gold 
also has been found, and some writ- 
ers have attempted to identify 
Mozambique with Ophir— source of 
King Solomon’s gold. 

But the greatest spur to explor- 
ation is the presence of uranium 
ore in Mozambique and nearby ter- 
ritory, plus the possibility that 
more of this valuable material may 
underlie the unexplored terrain. 

The new search, a combined air 
and ground project that will take 
two and a half years, is expected 
to cost about two million dollars. 
It is jointly sponsored by the Por- 
tuguese government and the Mutual 
Security Agency Work is being 
done under contract by two United 
States firms. 

Both Mozambique and Angola 
have been primarily agricultural 
since their discovery, anti both ex 
port quantities of such tropical 
farm product.-' as cotton, coflec and 
fruits Mozambique is an important 
source of cashew nuts, and both 
colonies export peanuts. 

Outside lmotment Sought

quality and quantity of livestock. 
A comparatively new animal indus-

of agriculture and better African 
icing standards and t** attract 
arge scale immigration from the 
omeland

ECLIPSE PROVES EIGHT RAYS 
CURVE IN SPACE 
AS EINSTEIN PREDICTED 

The world <>f astronomy has new 
I * t oof that ! i l ht from the stn?' 
sometimes follows n curving course 
i through spue** on its long journey 
to the earth. 

Stm photographs made by n 
National Geographic Society re- 
s«*arch team during a total eclipse 
of the sun last February 25 in the 
Anglo-Kgyptian Sudan have con- 
firmed that starlight can be bent 
bv gravity, almost as if the rays 
had actual Nveight. 

Measurements tallying closely 
with the theoretical "Kinstein 
Shift," an important factor in 
studies of the universe, have been 
reported by Dr. George Van Beis- 
broeck, professor emeritus of as- 
tronomy at Chicago University’s 
Ycrkes Observatory and lender of 
the Society’s eclipse expedition. 

Years ago Dr. Albert Einstein 
predicted that one of the proofs of 
his theory of Relativity Nvould be 
an apparent shifting in the position 
of stars whose* light rays passed 
through the sun’s field of gravity. 

Einstein calculated that the 
amount of bending, for a beam just 
missing the edge of the sun, Nvould 
be 1.75 seconds of arc, a tiny frac- 
tion of one degree of circle. 

Dr. Van Biesbroeck’s actual ob- 
servations of stars around the 
blacked-out sun, corrected for dif- 
ferences in their distance from the 
sun’s edge, showed an average dis- 
placement or "shift" of 1.70 sec- 
onds of arc. 

His measurements were made 
with a precision astronomical 
screw machine at the Yale Obser- 
vatory. The machine compared the 
star- positions at the time of the 
eclipse Nvith their positions on a 
second set of photographs taken at 
night at the same site near Khar- 
toum on August 29, six months 
and four days later. 

Only Nvhen the sun is in total 
eclipse can stars immediately 
around it be photographed. Even 
then extremely sensitive plates 
must be used to overcome the gloNV 
from the sun’s blazing corona. Lat- 
er, the comparison pictures must 
he taken at the precise moment 
that the same stars are in the same 
relative position in the night sky. 

In 1947, a National Geographic 
Society eclipse expedition to Brazil 
attempted proof of the Einstein 
theory, but the star field around 
the sun Nvas too scattered to be 
conclusive. Not until last February 
did another total eclipse offer good 
possibilities of obtaining the neces- 
sary photographs. 

The Sudan’s Nveather promised 
clear skies, for rain had not been 
known in Khartoum in February 
for 4(1 years. Dr. Van Biesbroeck’s 
! 2d-foot telescope-camera nvhs ship- 
ped all the way from the United 
| States for the brief three minutes 
I in which the moon completely cov- 
ered the bright face of the sun. 

. Although it was mounted on a 
special concrete foundation, the 
telescope trembled slightly under 
buffeting by a gusty Nvind. The re- 
sulting images of the stars thus 
were somcNvhat fuzzy, but the dis- 
tortion was not enough to obscure 
the observations. All told, 20 meas- 
urable stars were recorded. 

Better results were obtained by 
the 1952 expedition than in 1947 
also because of a special yellow 
glass filter used to make the star 
pictures. The glass had been ob- 
tained through the National Bur- 
eau of Standards in Washington 
and carefully ground and polished 
at Yerkes Observatory. 

TURKEY IMPROVES 
ROAD TO ICONIUM 


Modern Turkey has macadamized 
the 160-mile highway from Ankara, 
capital of the Republic doNvn across 
the high plateau of southNvest cen- 
tral Anatolia to Iconium, the city in 
Nvhich Thecla met the Apostle Paul. 

The beautiful legend of St. Paul 
and St. Thecla is perhaps better 
known to adherents of the Eastern 
Church than it is to the laity of 
the West, notes the National Geo- 
graphic Society. According to the 
apochryphal “Acta Pauli et Thec- 
lno” of the 2nd century. Thecla Nvas 
a noblewoman of Iconium Nvho was 
so inspired by the sermons of Paul 
that she, too, became a preacher of 
Christianity. 

Miracles Saved Her 
I. ike Paul, she nvhs persecuted 
for her belief. Roman masters of 
Asia Minor tried to burn her at 
the stake. Miraculous rains quench- 
ed the flames. She was thrown to 
wild beasts in the arena. A lioness 
licked her hand, then guarded her 
against the other animals. 

Thus snared to Christianity. 
Thecla labored in the work of 
Christian missions until her death 
of Seleucia. She is now revered bv 
the Eastern Church as an "Apostle 
and pT-ntomartyr among women.” 
Tconium, now known as Konva. 
was <>ld in St. Theda’s day. Mys- 
terious Tlitt’t**- whose inscription^ 
record their history hack to 3.000 
B <\, had a citv on the site. Mon- 
gols. Aryan Pheygians, Persians, 
th* Gn*ek< of Alexander the Great, 
and the leerions of Rome held sway 
over Iconium in their turn. 

S«*l inks Ruled Briefly 
For Christians, the golden days 
"f Iconium were those of Paul and 
Thecla For Islam, the citv’s 
greatest glory was as the 11th- 
13th centurv capital from which 
th** Sol ink Turks, newly converted 
t<* the Star and Crescent Nvhen they 
swarmed in from Asia, ruled an 
empire extending from Afghanis- 
tan t«» the Mediterranean. 

Still to he seen in Konya todav 
’ - the Seliuk era tomb *.f Jalal-ed- 
Din Mevlana. mystic poet and 
founder if the Mevlevi Dancing 
Dervish* ' Vow a far-famed mu- 
seum. the tomb is filled with 
treasures *uch a< All Baba describ- 
ed in tin i ’uve of the Forty Thieves. 

Another Seljuk bequest to Konya 
is the M sque ■ f Ala-ed-Din Kaik**- 
bad i Some believe this prince 
was Aladdin f the Magic Lamp.

CHOCOLATE SUPPORTS 
PORTUGUESE COLONY 

The world’s taste for chocolate 
i keeps blight the "jewel of the I or 
tognese Empire," th* little colony 
. n- posed * • t Sao Tonn* and Principe 

1 -lands in the Gulf of Guinea ofT 

• 

I <rtugal has held these verdant 
extinct volcanoes almost uninter- 
ruptedly since her great navigators 
discovered them in 1470, says the 
National Geographic Society. But 
to keep their flag flying over Sao 
Tome Colony’s 3S0 square miles of 
jungles and lofty pinnacles, the 
Portuguese have been forced to 
struggle ceaselessly. 

Early settlers, who cultivated 
sugar care as their major crop, 
saNv their plantations destroyed by 
pirates in 1567. Descendants of 
shipwrecked slaves sacked the col- 
ony in 1574, and there were other 
depredations in 1600 and 1641. 

Profits from cane so dwindled 
around 1800 that the planters 
started anew Nvith coffee. Abolition 
of slavery made the coffee planta- 
tions unprofitable in their turn, 
whereupon the islanders saved 
themselves economically Nvith cacoa 
trec»s, original discovery of the Az- 
, tecs in Mexico. 

Sao Tome’s heavy rainfall, blaz- 
ing heat and porous soil eagerly 
j welcomed the cacoa tree, a bizarre j 
plant needing the shade of other 
| trees for survival, but plantation I 
troubles persisted. Around the 
| time of World War I, Europe and 
America boycotted Sao Tome choc- 
j nlate on grounds of semi-slavery 
• and high disease of laborers im- 
ported from Africa. 

Planters of today still find it 
difficult to get enough labor. Mod- 
ern machinery is costly, plant dis- 
ease and insects are troublesome. 
Sao Tome cacao cannot easily 
I compete with South America in! 
quantity or quality. The resource- 
ful Portuguese hold in reserve cin- 
| chona trees, from which quinine is 
extracted, along with oil palms, 
kapok, rubber trees, and a variety i 
' of other tropical crops. 

Principe and Sao Tome, although , 
| islands, belong to an African moun- 
tain range. From northeast to 1 
i southwest, first the Spanish island j 
of Ferinando Poo, then Principe, 
Sao Tome, and Annobon vise from 
j 9, 000-foot depths of the Gulf of 
Guinea. All are extensions of the 
Uameroons Mountains. 

On Sao Tome Island are a score 
of spectacular peaks, the greatest 
j being 6,640-foot Sao Tome. Plan- 
tations of as many as 15,000 acres 
extend from coast to mountaintop 
j like slices of pie, broad at the 
seashore and dwindling to points on 
the heights. 

Cacao beans are a difficult hand 
crop. Cacao seeds form inside tough 
! pods which must he carefully cut to 
avoid injury to the tree. Pods are 
(opened with machetes. The beans 
are freed of a sticky pulp in which 
they are imbedded by a fermenta- 
tion process requiring several turn- 
ings by hand. 

Spreading beans to the drying 
sun is also hard, hand Nvork. The 
cured product, amounting to only 
a limit two pounds per tree per 
year, is sacked by hand. 

Statisticians estimate it takes 
700,000,000 cacoa trees, growing in 
hot zones of South America, West 
Africa, parts of Asia and the West 
Indies, to sate the near universal 
craving for chocolate. 

SHADOOFS SQUEALS 
ARE MUSIC IN EGYPT 


In Egypt, Farouk has given way 
to Naguib, but the national music 
is still the song of the shadoof and 
the sakiya. 

Only in a land w’here Nvater 
means life could the shattering 
squeals emitted hy these ancient 
irrigation devices he called music! 
High Nile spreads some of the rich- 
est soil in the world over the plains 
bordering the mighty river. Low 
Nile leaves this treasure to the 
mercy of a blazing sun beating 
down from a rainless sky. Shadoof 
and sakiya save it for agriculture. 

Mud for CounterNveight 

The shadoof is the Egyptian ver- 
sion of the old oaken bucket, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
A dripping leather bag takes the 
place of the bucket. The bag hangs 
from one end of a horizontal beam 
set on rough tree crotches for sup- 
port. A gob of sun-dried mud is 
stuck to the other end of the beam 
for a counterpoise. 

But gravity, through the counter- 
weight, only does part of the Nvork. 
Passengers on Nile cruises well 
remember the eternal bending and 
straightening up of toiling fella- 
hin, lifting Nvater from river to field 
Nvhile the beams, squeaking in the 
tree crotches, make the music of 
the shadoof. 

When the distance the Nvater 
must be raised is about six feet, 
one shadoof Nvill bridge the gap be 
tNveen poverty and plenty for the 
sNveating fellah Nvith the farm. But 
during low Nile it takes four or 
five stages to bring the Nvater to 
field level, a shadoof on each one 
passing the precious fluid to the 
next highest until the top is reach- 
ed. 

The sakiya uses the principle of 
the endless chain, (’lay jars, fast 
ened t** a belt, go down empty and 
come up full. Patient cattle turn 
eiude cog wheels which drive the 
belt. The music of the sakiya comes 
from the gears, ungreased for a 
practical reason: should the ox 

stop, the unaccustomed silence 
wakes the fellah, Nvhose stout stick 
then restarts the machinery. 

Where water has to be lifted 
a very short distance, the child’s 
swing becomes the pattern f«*r the 
machine. The seat becomes a scoop 
with a high back. Swung Nvith a 
will, it -natches water from the , 
surface of the river and flings it 
to the thirsty soil. It makes only 
min--' music compared to that of 
tie* shadoof and sakiya. 

The symphony would be familiar 
to Cleopatra, judging from ancient 
bas-reliefs which show shadoof and 
sakiya at work in her time. The 
fellah >f today. hoNvever, hopes for 
a new music from roaring waters 
and purring pumps in great modern 
works Egypt is building to modify 
the Nile’s seasonal flow. He has 
known for centuries that the an- 
cient music is accompaniment to an 
I aching back. 


PACIFIC'S YAP IS HOME TO A 
PROUDLY INDEPENDENT PEOPLE 

An occasional typhoon is almost 
routine for the comfortably un 
dressed islandms of Yap in the 
U'-'-t* m Parity, and *’vrn t\v.> < ich 
storms a season can he borne %v;th- 
»ut ton much tribulation. 

But four typhoons in as many 
months, plus a tidal wave, smack 
, of overdone magic, writes W Rob 
ert Moore in his article "Grass 
Skirted Yap," appearing in the De- 
cember issue of the National Geo 
graphic Magazine. 

Too Much Magic 
The islanders have a simple ex- 
planation for all this disaster. A 
local chief Nvho decided his people 
were straying too far from their 
i old ways ordered his magician to 
| conjure up a little punishment. 

"The magician." Mr. Moore 
writes, "uttered his formulas, but 
did not gauge the power he possess- 
ed. 

"Every Yap sorcerer knows well 
that he must exert proper care 
with his magic ’est it got out of 
hand. One typhoon he may con- 
jure; perhaps, Nvith impunity, oven 
the second. Rut three or four, 
never. 

“This magician did, and brought 
about his own destruction. Yap 
people feel assured they know Nvho 
he was a man found dead, hut 
unmarked, after the fourth typhoon 
passed." 

Independent People 

Yap islanders are a particularly 
independent people. To a great 
extent they have rejected the for- 
eign usages that have been adopt- 
ed in other Pacific areas. Western 
clothes and customs are seldom 
seen, hut the primitive appearance 
first presented to strangers is pure- 
ly superficial. 

The article explains that the 
islanders’ failure to adopt foreign 
ways “does not mean lack of a nvoII 
developed culture of their onvu. In 
fact, they possess one of the most 
complex native social systems to 
be found in the western Pacific and 
are proud enough of their own tra- 
ditions and customs to want to re- 
tain them.” 

Retention of folkways has not 
been easy. Yap has been ruled by 
Spain. Germany, Japan, and the 
United States, in control at present 
by virtue of a United Nations 
trusteeship. Each ruler has made 
some effort to impress his stamp, 
but the effects are negligible. 

Minimum of nothing 
The lean and muscular brown- 
skinned people “seem a blend of 
nearly all the races of the western 
Pacific islands” but show practic- 
ally no European or Japanese char- 
acteristics. 

Yap islanders dress for their 
warm and comfortable climate 
the women in grass skirts and the 
men in loincloths adorned by skeins 
of hibiscus fiber. Clothing above 
the waist for either sex is as un- 
fashionable as h is unnecessary. 
The Japanese insisted that Yap 
children wear clothes to school, hut 
the garments Nvere abandoned the 
moment classes ended. 

Many of the people of Yap pro- 
fess Christianity, but local gods 
and incantations play an important 
part in their lives. Incantations are 
still believed to he essential for 
such things as good fishing and 
good crops. But magic must be 
handled carefully.

Among the young people 
his work has been notable; he has 
given them v ision, inspiration and 
guidance His eloquent sermons, 
vibrant and forceful, with firm 
foundation in the Christian faith, 
have broadened our spiritual hori- 
zons and given us help and encour- 
agement from week t>> week in our 
daily living The effectiveness of 
his distinguished leadership U re- 
flected in tin record ot church 
membership, which has increased 
more than three-fold during his 
paatoraU and in tin* enlargement

Scotland’s laig»*st clan is not the 
Mari'* nald -*r th*- Campbells.

MacDonalds, the Scottish post 
< -Ificr department has disclosed 

The Smiths lead in England too. | 
with 1* in every 1.000 people. 

In the United States one in np 
proximatelv every 100 people is a 
Smith, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. The name has topped 
lists since Captain John Smith 
-topped ashore at Jamestown, Vir- 
ginia, in 1007. ('in l\ S. Veterans 
Administration rolls there have 
been as many ns 13,000 John 
Smiths at one time — 8,000 with 
no middle names or initials. 

Johnson. Brown, Williams. Jones 
nnd Miller, ranked in varying order, 
have long been lenders among com- 
mon surnames in the United States, 
but none hns even threatened to 
supplant Smith. 

A Czechoslovakian named Kovnr, 
a Hungarian Kovncs, a Syrian Had- 
dad, or a Polish Kowalczyk, nil 
could, and often have, translated 
their names into the English 
“Smith” when they emigrated to 
America. From Germany come 
t lie Schmidts, from Scandinavia the 
Smeds, from Finland the Seppn- 
nens all Smiths. 

These are not necessarily the 
most common names at home, of 
course. Many nationalities derive 
their surnames not from ancient 
professions, as that of the smith or 
miller, but from regions, tribes, 
religions, or from fathers’ first 
names. So with Ivan Ivanovitch, 
Ole (Meson, and so forth. 

Embassy officials in Washington 
give Dupont nnd Durand as the 
most common names in Fiance, 
Perez and Garcia in Spain and 
Spanish America. Among the 
Siklis of India, the name Singh 
stands out, and in the Punjab, Lai. 

Chinese in the I/nited States have 
only about fiO different family or 
clan names, of which Chan, Wong, 
and Lee are the most common. 

When Mustafa Kemal decreed a 
generation ago that the western- 
ization of Turkey required its peo- 
ple to choose surnames, Turks 
turned not to their professions or 
clan designations, which were ban- 
ned, but to an imaginative array of 
favorably descriptive names for 
example, in Turkish, “The Light 
that Dawned,” Mr. “Golden Head,” 

, Dr. “Health,” or “Blew Like the 
! Wind.” 

In some countries, such as 
Greece, surnames not only dx’sig- 
nate the father’s first name hut the 
ending shows the region from which 
the family came: an “is” ending for 
a clan of Crete, “edes” from Thrace, 
“as” from Macedonia. 

When people migrate to new 
homelands, however, strange things 
happen to names. Many Greeks in 
America are named “Pappas,” 
which means only “the son of,” be- 
cause Anglo-Saxon tongues could- 
n’t manage such full surnames as 
Pappadimitracoupoulis, or even 
Pappatheodorokomoundoronicoluco- 
poulos. 

If Smith makes a strong hid for 
the most common name in the 
world, however, a name claimed by 
a cricket player on a Fiji Island 
team may well he the longest and 
the most uncommon. With 56 let- 
ters, it is Talebulamaineiilikenam- 
ainavaleniveivakabulaimakulalake-* 
ha.

Despite these advances, the cost 
of forest conflagrations approaches 
an estimated billion dollars a year 
in this country. It is counted in 
charred timber, ruined rangeland, 
wildlife and recreational loss, nnd 
subsequent erosion of luirned-over 
watersheds. 

The T\ S. Forest Service ranks 
the Peshtigo fire of 1871 in north- 
ern Wisconsin ns the most disas- 
trous in U. S, history. Some 1,500 
people were killed, towns were 
razed, and 1,280,000 acres of forest 
burned before it was brought under 
control. 

Yet this fire received scant at- 
tention nationally. By one of na- 
ture’s strange coincidences, it be- 
gan on the same day as the great 
(’hiengo fire.

Forest fires brought flaming 
death to ten million American 
acres last year. The damage 
would have been worse had it not 
been for helicopters and parachute 
jumpers, radio, water bombs, and 
bulldozers. 

Such scientific tools are among 
the modern forest ranger’s 
weapons, the National Geographic 
Society says. They are being 
thrown into the fight again this 
year as tinder-dry conditions from 
Virginia to California bring the 
terror of fire into the autumn glory 
of the woods. 

A dry forest needs only a care- 
lessly tossed cigarette, a smolder- 
ing camp fire or a flick of lightning 
to become a raging inferno. 

Glowing pine needles, like a slow- 
burning fuse, can carry a fire 
hundreds of feet before it breaks 
out. The forest floor itself can 
burn. A puff of air stirring dry 
leaves touches off a burst of flame, 
and the blaze rages out of control. 

Sometimes the fire travels slow- 
ly, eating its way along at low 
levels. But without warning it can 
“explode,,” flaring up amid snags 
and wind-felled timber and racing 
through the crowns of trees as fast 
as the wind that pushes it. 

In forests protected against fire, 
the first wisp of smoke that is spot- 
ted brings fast action, for man’s 
best weapon is time. 

Fire watchers, communicating 
with each other by telephone and 
radio, triangulate the exact site of 
the fire. Winthin minutes, a team 
of smokejumpers can he at the 
scene, jumping from low-flying 


GETTYSBURG ADDRESS 
TO BE GIVEN AGAIN 

Abraham’s Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address “one of the classic ut- 
terances of all time” — will be de- 
livered again under conditions du- 
plicating the original occasion as 
nearly as possible. 

Elaborate plans have been made 
for the event, scheduled for Oc- 
tober 18, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. Even those parts of 
the borough of Gettysburg involved 
will he transformed from their 
modern appearance to that of 1863. 

The pageant is sponsored by the 
Western Maryland Railway Com- 
pany as part of its 100th anniver- 
sary celebration. The Western 
Maryland now operates the rail 
line on which Lincoln entered 
Gettysburg, in south central Penn- 
sylvania, for his famous speech at 
the dedication of the Civil War i 
cemetery on November 19, 1863. 

Leading parts will he taken hy 
well-known actors. Ray Middleton 
will play Lincoln and will deliver 
the address. Many of the towns- 
people of Gettysburg and the 
crowd at the cemetery will he cos- 
tumed in the clothes of 1863. 
Troops present will wear Civil War 
uniforms. 

The “official presidential” party 
will arrive in Gettysburg hy rail, 
leaving their authentic Civil War 
train at the same bullet-marked 
station used on the original oc- 
casion. It is planned to have the 
antique train hauled by its original 
1863 locomotive for the last ten 
miles of the trip. 

The party will walk, as did the 
first party, from the station to the 
famous Wills house, a block away. 
In history the President spent the 
night at the house, home of David 
Wills. In the pageant the Pres- 
ident will enter the house for only 
a short time, to emerge for his 
horseback trip to the battlefield. 

The house itself, which now is 
occupied hy a drug store, will un- 
dergo a temporary face-lifting to 
make it resemble ns closely as 
possible the house in which Pres- 
ident Lincoln slept and, possibly, 
put the finishing touches on his 
address. 

Spectators will move the three- 
quarters of a mile from the Wills 
house, on the town square, to the 
battlefield ns they did in the last 
century — on foot, on horseback 
and in carriages. At the cemetery 
the original speakers’ stand will be 
duplicated. 

One deviation from the original 
will he the abbreviation of the 
speech of orator Edward Everett, 
who talked for one hour and 57 
minutes before the President of 
the United States was allowed to 
speak.

After the address is finished the 
program again will vary from that 
of 1863, when spectators rushed to 
congratulate Everett and left Lin- 
coln a lonely figure on the platform 
Lincoln will he the central figure 
in the following ceremonies, a 
massing of the flags of the 48 
States, demonstrating the national 
unity that grew from the tragedy 
of civil war. 


WHY WAKE WAS SMASHED 
BY PACIFIC TYPHOON 

Few rampage* of Nature match 
the Pacific tynh* on Yet the re- 
cent bowing d*’<*ruetion at Wake 
Island was born simply of air 
••aught in th*' d- Idrums, m< :sture, 
and a twist to get the engine of 
terror started. 

Typhoons are the Asiatic equi- 
valent of the Atlantic’s hurricanes, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. Fortunately, only in a few 
places in the world are found the 
factors that produce these berserk 
whirling winds — in the Caribbean 
area, the southwest Pacific, and the 
Indian Ocean between Africa and 
Australia. 

All the great storms of these re- 
gions have almost similar charac- 
teristics, but they go by different 
names. In the western Atlantic 
they are hurricanes; Australians 
sometimes cnll them “willy-wil- 
lies”; in the Bay of Bengal, they 
are cyclones. 

The word “typhoon” is believed 
to have come from the Uhinese “t'ai 
fung.” moaning great wind, or the 
Arabic “Uifan,” a tempest. Since 
the 13th century, when typhoons 
twice stopped Mongol* from cross- 
ing the Sea of Japan, the Japanese 
have called it “kamikaze,” the 
divine wind. 

Whirlpool of Wind 

How does a typhoon - known on 
U. S. wartime weather charts by 
names such as “Louise” — get 
started? Its birthplace is the zone 
of warm, moist, nearly motionless 
air near the Equator known as the 
doldrums. 

At some point over this breed- 
ing place of cyclonic storms the 
muggy air begins to rise, expands 
and cools, and drops Hs moisture as 
min. Barometers will he lower 
there than in surrounding regions. 
This lower pressure and the rise 
of air from the center brings cooler 
winds rushing in from all direc- 
tions. 

The earth’s eastward rotation de- 
flects this in-rushing air, and sets 
up a great swirl. North of the 
Equator, the spin is always coun- 
ter-clockwise; in southern latitudes, 
clockwise. 

Once begun, the vast doughnut 
of air whirls faster and faster. 
Eventually the whirlpooling winds 
can attain speeds of 150 miles an 
hour or more, reaching out from a 
quiet stormcenter, or “eye”, two, 
three or even five hundred miles 
across. The entire cone is pushed 
gently on its way by differences in 
barometric pressure along its path. 

Vertical “Eye” 

In the exact center, the air seems 
calm, although it is rising. Skies 
are blue, and the sea extremely 
choppy. Then, as the storm moves

on, wind and driving rain roar in 
from the opposite direction. 

The doldrums are seldom directly 
over the Equator, but follow the 
! sun north or south with the sea- 
! sons. Only when this belt of calm, 
i sultry air gets about a dozen de- 
j grees from the Equator is the rota- 
tional twist of the earth strong 
enough to “spin” a typhoon. 
Farther than 25 degrees from the 
Equator the necessary amount of 
heat is lacking. 

Mountainous seas and roaring 
tides accompany the great winds, 
and typhoons bring almost un- 
believable rainfall. In the Philip- 


pines. directly in the path of Pa- 
cific typhoons, a storm in 1906 
dumped SS inches of water in four 
days on Baguio, the summer cap- 
ital. That reoerd amount represents 
more than twice the average rain- 
fall for an entire year in the east- 
ern United States. 

In December of 1944, a typhoon 
east of the Philippines capsized 
three American destroyers and

strange looking car around the 
streets of Winchester, you have 
been given a glimpse of something 
very close to the doctor's heart 
and something on which he and 
some of his friends have lavished a j 
whole lot of energy and spare time. 

The car is a Zedel, of French 
manufacture, a four-cylinder, two- 
passenger runabout, taking its 
name from that of the man who 
founded the company that manu- 
factured it. 

The particular model, owned by 
Dr. Fontneau, was one of six im- 
ported to this country in 1909, and 
is, so far as is known, the only one 
still in existence. 

The car was discovered in the 
middle thirties in a Hingham chick- 
n-coop by John Leathers of Scitu- 
ate. Fred Roe of Holliston, a per- 
sonal friend of Dr. Fontneau, 
acquired the car around 1939 from 
Mr. Leathers, but the new owner 
never ran it, if indeed it was then 
in running condition. 

Mr. Roe put the car in storage 
with the idea of restoring it some 
day, but World War II and other 
things got in the way and finally 
Mr. Roe sold the car to Dr. Font- 
neau in 1951. 

The Winchester medic went at 
the work of restoration of the ear 
at once, working whenever oppor- 
tunity presented, and sometimes 
when it didn’t, and being assisted 
in the long and complicated task 
by three Winchester mechanically 
inclined friends, Joe Gibson, John- 
ny Sexton, you know the softball 
pitcher; and young Ted Burleigh. 

Bolt by bolt, and part by part 
tlu* doctor and his helpers got the 
motor apart and put in the doctor’s 
cellar, quite a job in its own right. 
Then the really tough work of re- 
assembly began. 

Zedel parts were of cyiirse not 
available, so American parts of 
the proper vintage had to be pur- 
chased and adapted to the French 
car. For instance, the new pistons 
put in the motor are Indian motor- 
cycle pistons, adapted, and the 
valves are valves of a 1950 Pack- 
ard, also adapted to function in 
their new block. 

Part by part the motor was re- 
assembled and when completed was 
taken from the Fontneau cellar to 
the doctor’s ganu.e, where it was 
placed in the chassis. 

This done, there remained plenty 
to do. Doctor Fontneau gave the 
body nine primer coats of paint by 
band before the finishing touches 
were applied by Tom Olson of Bon- 
nell Motors. The doctor decided he 
wouldn’t tackle the upholstery job, 
which was done by the local up- 
holsterer, Jack Wilson. 

The question of tires was hard 
to solve, the car taking a shoe like 
nothing available in this country. 
“Lyndie” Burnham, however, en- 
tered the picture at this point and 
through his brother-in-law in Kir- 
by Muxloe, England (Donald Cam- 
eron). English Dunlop tires, the 
English call ’em tyres, of the prop- 
er size were secured and mounted 
on the rims. 

With the tires the car was ready 
for a test spin in June of this year, 
and it responded nobly. Doctor 
Fontneau has run it 500 miles and 
insists it gives you a good ride. He 
still has work to do on it, such as 
striping the fenders and putting 
on a top. 

The doctor is still trying to get 
more information about the ma- 
Zedel Company was in 
operation in France in the early 
nineteen hundreds and made cars 
under its own name until 1925.

Dr. Fontneau’s Zedel has right- 
hand drive and an 89-inch wheel- 
base. It was at the time of manu- 
facture very advanced in design, 
being one of the first to have four 
in a single block 
motor. 

It has a lot of features now 
stressed in the advertising of cur- 
rent cars, such as torque-tube 
drive, high-lift cams and standard 
transmission, three speeds forward 
and one reverse.
